ROOSEVELT SEEKS REASON ' 
FOR INCREASED LIVING COSTS 


Asks Federal Trade Commission to 
Investigate Reports of Mon- 
opolistic Practices. 

By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt asked the Federal 
Trade Commission today to investi- 
gate and report as soon as possible 
on reports of a marked increase in 
living costs attributable in part to 
“monopolistic practices and other 
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tion.” 

The President addressed a letter 
to Chairman Ayres of the commis- 
sion, saying his attention had been 
directed to reports of a large in- 
crease in living costs this year as 
compared with recent years. 

Ayres told reporters the letter 
was received too late for any action 
today, but that it wotild be acted 
upon by the full commission tomor- 
row. 

The Department of Justice has 
long been studying ways of 
strengthening the anti-trust laws. 
A few days ago, Attorney General 
Cummings asked that the depart- 
ment’s appropriation for anti-trust 
work be more than doubled. 

During his western trip, the 
President declared he was think- 
ing of ways to effect a wider con- 
trol over industry. 

Since then he has surrounded 
himself on several occasions with 
leading Government economists to 
go into rising costs. His last con- 
ference was directed at bringing 
down the cost of materials to en- 
courage private capital to undér- 
take housing construction. 

The President asked the commis- 
sion for the facts after an investi- 
gation into such alleged practices 
and methods. 

He requested the report be made 
to him as early as practicable.

In Opposing Payment of

KURN CITES LAYOFF

Necessary to Conserve 
Cash, He Explains —

A gloomy outlook for railroads, 
due to a progressi e decline in 
business in recent months coupled 
with constantly mounting costs of 
operation, was depicted to United 
States District Judge George H. 
Moore today by trustees of the 
Frisco Railroad in opposing pay- 
ment at this time of about 3950, 
000 in past due interest on bonds 
of a subsidiary, the Kansas City, 
Fort Scott & Memphis Division. 

Testimony of the trustees, James 
M. Kurn and John G. Lonsdale, 
was given at a hearing on excep- 
tions of a committee representing 
Fort Scott bondholders to the rec- 
ommendation of Special Master 
John T. Harding : month ago that 
the application for interest pay- 
ment be denied, at least until cur- 
rent business uncertainties cleared 
up. Judge Moore took the matter 
under advisement. 

The trustees told the Court that 
since Harding heard the applica- 
tion early this year business con- 
ditions had grown worse and op- 
erating expenses had. been in- 
creased considerably, particularly 
through wage increases granted by 
all railroads to the 19 railroad 
brotherhoods. Against an uncer- 
tain earnings outlook for 1938, they 
declared, was the certain prospect 
of higher costs. 

Lay-Offs and 

Kurn testified that the Frisco 
had been forced to lay off 650 men 
since Oct. 15, would lay off 250 
more at the end of this month and 
would be faced with the prospect 
of laying off several thousand in 
addition on the closing of all shops 
next month. The shops, he said, 
would be closed from Dec. 22 to 
Jan. 3, or thereabouts. 

The layoffs, Kurn declared, were 
necessary to conserve cash in the 
face of declining business and 
increased expenses. 

Quoting an estimate of the ac- 
counting department, he said the 
Frisco would have a cash balance 
of $5,548,000 at the end of this 
year. After deduction of a work- 
ing fund, he added, the cash balance 
would be about $4,348,000. Almost 
25 per cent of the forecast balance 
was earmarked to pay wages and 
vouchers for current expenses, he 
stated. There would be, he said, 
about $1,704,000 in taxes due at the 
end of this year, even after deduct- 
ing substantial payments already 
made. 

For Bigger Safety Cushion. 

Lonsdale told the Court that, al- 
though at the hearing before Hard- 
ing last February he had agreed 
the Frisco needed a “safety cush- 
ion,” or cash reserve, of about $3,- 
500,000 at all times he was of the 
opinion now that the “cushion” 
should be at least $5,000,000. De- 
cline in business, he said; had 
been “very marked” recently, par- 
ticularly in certain lines. For ex- 
ample, he went on, steel shipments 
for 1937 had “fallen off from 85 
to 33” (apparently arbitrary figures 
showing a ratio of decline.) 

Discussing chances of borrowing 
money, Lonsdale said he had just 
returned from Chicago, where he 
had “gathered” in conversations 
with representatives of the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation that 
the present policy of that govern- 
mental agency was to “stand aléof”’ 
as to loans to railroads. 

Asked by Oliver T. Remmers, 
local counsel for the R F C, wheth- 
er that policy resulted from slow- 
ness of railroads in paying off loans 
already received, Lonsdale testified 
he could say only that that was 
the policy. 

So far the trustees had been able 
to avoid borrowing, Kurn said, add- 
ing it was their earnest desire to 
continue to do so. To deplete the 
cash balance, he pointed out, would 
prevent the railroad from discount- 
ing its current bills, a practice 
which he said saved about 375,000 
annually. 

Cites Decline in Revenue. 

As a measure of the recent de- 
cline in Frisco revenue, Kurn cited 
kigures showing that net earnings 
for August were $175,000 under 
those for August, 1936, and that the 
net for September was $219,000 be- 
low that for the same month last 
year. Estimated net earnings for 
October, he added, were about $550,- 
000 under those.for October last 
year. Moreover, he continued, gross 
earnings so far in November 
showed a “very heavy” decrease.

Alvin Constance Charged 


With Manslaughter After 
McCoy Sanders Loses 
Life in Stunting Plane. 


FELL INTO MERAMEC 
LAST CHRISTMAS 


Indictment Returned and 


Suppressed Following In- 
quest Verdict of Crimi- 
nal Carelessness. 


Charged with manslaughter as a 
result of the death of a passenger 
when his stupting airplane fell into 
the Meramec River last Christmas 
day, Alvin Constance, automobile 
mechanic and unlicensed airplane 
pilot, was held in the St. Louis 
County Jail at Clayton today in 
défault of $2000 bond. 

The indictment, returned Monday 
by the grand jury, was suppressed 
until Constance was arrested last 
evening at his home, 2322 Albion 
place. The maximum penalty for 
the offense charged is 10 years in 
prison. 

Assistant Prosecuting Attorney 
Joseph Babka told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter the indictment was based 
on a general statute defining as 
manslaughter any death which re- 
sults from the culpable negligence 
of another person. The same 
statute was invoked, Babka said, 
in manslaughter charges based on 
automobile fatalities. 

Babka said he knew of no previ- 
ous instance in which an airplane 
pilot had been charged with man- 
slaughter on the ground that his 
negligence had caused a death,

Sanders, took off from a private 
airport on Highway 66 near the 
Meramec River for a joy ride. Fiy- 
ing wildly, the plane skimmed over 
tree tops and farm buildings, passed 
over the highway bridge and was 
headed upstream when, beyond 
the bridge, its under-carriage 
struck the top of a tall tree. The 
plane nosed downward, crashed into 
the river and went over on its 
back. 


Constance was dragged from the 
wreckage by Mrs. Odessa Ravens, 
6814 Clayton avenue, and her father, 
J. J. LaFever of Valley Park, who 
were taking a horseback ride. They 
swam 30 feet to reach the plane. 
Neither noticed Sanders and his 
body was not fecovered until an 
hour later when the wrecked plane 
was towed to the river bank. 

A Coroner’s verdict of criminal 
carelessness was returned. Ray 
Branson, manager of the airport, 
testified he had ordered Constance 
to remain on the ground, because 
Constance appeared to have been 
drinking and piloted his plane er- 
ratically on a previous short flight. 
Constance took off with Sanders, 
however, after Branson took his 
own plane into the air. 

In the crash Constance, 47 years 
old, suffered concussion of the 
brain. He was a patient in St. 
Louis County Hospital when the 
inquest was held. 

Sanders, 28 years old, lived at 
2651A Park avenue with his wife. 
She was at the airport, but de- 
clined an invitation to go on the 
flight which ended in the crash 
nd her husband’s death.

GOLD BOND ARGUMENT 
IN SUPREME COURT 


Solicitor - General Contends 
Government Must Not Be 
Restricted in Refunding. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Solici- 
tor-General Stanley Reed urged the 
Supreme Court yesterday to place 
no limitation on the power of the 
Government to refund gold bonds 
at lower interest rates. 

His argument was countered by 
two attorneys—-Robert A. Taft from 
Cincinnati and H. Vernon Eney of 
Baltimore—who asserted the Treas- 
ury must continue to pay interest 
on its gold bonds although they 
have been called for redemption in 
advance of the maturity date. 

Their conflicting contentions, 
heard for two hours by the tribu- 
nal, will be continued this after- 
noon, 

The arguments were on three 
cases in which litigants seek to“col- 
lect interest from the Treasury. 
The litigants are the Dixie Ter- 
minal Co. of Cincinnati, the estate 
of James J. Ransom of Des Moines, 
and Arthur Machem of Baltimore. 

Taft, son of the late President 
and Chief Justice William Howard 
Taft, argued with Eney that the 
Government could not call its gold 
bonds without paying them off in 
gold. Since the Treasury had not 
redeemed the obligations in gold, 
they contended, it must continue 
to pay the interest stipulated in 
the bonds.

Lewis, Vandenberg Aroused by Re 
port Bullitt Went to Warn Against 
Signing Anti-Red Pact.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Sena- 
tor Vandenberg (Rep.), Michigan, 
and Senator Lewis (Dem.), Illinois, 
joined today in asking for an inves- 
tigation of a report that William C. 
Bullitt, American Ambassador to 
France, had been sent to Poland 
to warn that country against par- 
ticipating in the Italo-German-Jap- 
anese anti-Communist pact. 

Vandenberg interrupted the anti- 
lynching filibuster on the Senate 
floor to read a newspaper dispatch 
from Paris which said Bullitt had 
gone to Poland far that purpose. 

The account said Bullitt was un- 
derstood to be “acting under in- 
structions from President Roose- 
velt.” 

Senator Lewis asserted that an 
effort should be made at once to 
ascertain the facts from the State 
Department and the President. 

It is inconceivable,” Lewis com- 
mented, “that the Ambassador to 
France would have blundered into 
such action.”

Bullitt’s visit to Poland was a per- 
sonal affair entirely.

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House Subcommittee 
Agrees to Increase’ Ex- 
emptions, But Hasn’t De- 
cided How Far to Go.

tions from the undistributed profits 
tax and to make up some of the 
lost revenue by increasing the nor- 
mal corporate tax. 

Chairman Vinson said committee 
members had talked of granting 
complete exemptions from the un- 
distributed profits levy to corpora- 
tions having net incomes of $10,000. 
$15,000 and up to $25,000. No de 
cision was reached, however, on 
where to draw the line between 
firms that would pay the undis 
tributed profits levy and those that 
would not. 

Previously the committee had de- 
cided on full exemptions for cor- 


porations with incomes up to $5000. 

If the exemption is granted to 
$10,000 corporations, Vinson said, 
the Federal revenue would be re- 
duced by an estimated $28,000,000. 
An exemption up to $15,000 would 
cost $35,000,000 and up to $25,000 
some $50,000,000. 

Suggested Corporate Tax Change. 

A $50,000,000 reduction could be 
made up, however, the chairman as- 
serted, by restoring the normal cor- 
poration tax to the approximate 
levels in effect before the undis- 
tributed profit tax was enacted last 
year. Those rates were 12% per 
cent on the first $2000 of corporate 
income, 13 per cent on the next 
$13,000 of income, 14 per cent on the 
next $25,000 and 15 per cent on all 
above $40,000. 

In another step to ease the tax 
load on business, Vinson said the 
sub-committee tentatively had de 
ciced to exempt corporations emerg- 
ing from bankruptcy, or reorganiza- 
tion, from the undistributed profits 
tax. But the exemption would be 
only for the three years after they 
emerged. 

An exemption of all corporations 
having earnings up to $24,000 would 
take care of about 88 per cent of 
the nation’s corporations that had 
net income last year.

business, wage increases, higher 
taxes, higher costs of materials and 
payments under the Social Security 
Act and the Railroad Retirement 
law. 

Piling facts on facts, Kurn point- 
ed out that the estimate of the 
cash balance did not include $111,- 
600 in St. Francois Levee District 
taxes in litigation nor approxi- 
mately $100,000 needed to set up the 
Frisco Transportation Co., a truck- 
ing subsidiary recently authorized 
by the Court. 

Payments Due in 1938. 

Looking forward to 1938, he said 
the Frisco was facing payments 
totaling $1,271,000 on equipment 
trust certificates. Moreover, he 
continued, the 1938 budget would 
have to include about $2,000,000 
to meet the increased payroll, $1,- 
700,000 for additions and better- 
ments to keep the railroad in good 
operating condition, and 3115, 000 
for payments under the social se- 
curity and retirement acts. 

Kurn then went on to give de- 
tails of the railroad’s financial 
troubles arising or likely to arise 
from new laws and new Interstate 
Commerce Commission rulings. 

He referred to an order of the 
I. C. C. requiring all railroads with- 
in the next seven years to equip 
their cars with a special type of 
brake. This would cost the Frisco 
$660,700 a year, or a total of $4,625,- 
000, he declared. He added that 
the I. C. C., under a recent act of 
Gongress, had obtained jurisdiction 
over block signal systems and that 
he was unable to say what the 
orders would be or what they would 
cost the railroad. 

Cushions and Seat Backs. 

Then there was the I. C. C. order 
requiring spring cushions and 
backs for seats in locomotive cabs, 
he went on. That, he said, would 
necessitate expenditure of about 
$94,000 by the Frisco. He said the 
order read that if there was no 
room for cushioned seats in the 
cabs, heated and electrically lighted 
structures should be erected for 
brakemen on the back of tenders. 

An examiner for the I. C. C. late- 
ly recommended that all loco- 
motives should be equipped with 
automatic stokers, Kurn continued. 
If such a ruling were promulgated, 
he said, the Frisco woulld have 
to spend $556,000.

Executives Going Before 
Grand Jury in Cleveland 


Kept Under Guard and 
Identity Secret.

CLEVELAND, Nov. 19. — Seven 
national chain store executives tes- 
tified yesterday in a grand jury in- 
vestigation of extortion and intim- 
idation, which Safety Director Eliot 
Ness said involved at least four 
Cleveland labor leaders and three 
unions. 


The grand jury had before it a 
report by Ness, former Federal 
agent, of four months of work in 
running down evidence of rack- 
eteering against business concerns. 
He visited many of the larger cities 
of the nation and interviewed 50 
executives, the first group of which 
testified yesterday. 


The executives were closely 
guarded and their identity was 
kept secret even from court-house 
attaches. They were taken in po- 
lice cars to the criminal courts 
building from secret headquarters 
in a downtown hotel. Ness said 
corridors of the criminal courts 
building were kept cleared in or- 
der that the witnesses might go to 
and from the court room unmole ‘- 
ed. 
Usual court routine was suspend- 
ed and the witnesse- were not re- 
quired to sign their names in the 
witness book. 

Acting County Prosecutor 
Charles J. McNamee said the inves- 
tigation might last a month or 
longer. 

Several Cleveland witnesses fol- 
lowed the chain store executives. 

Both McNamee and Ness said 
they intended to make good a 
promise that all witnesses would 
be protected against intimidation 
or reprisals. “One of my men has 
been assigned to accompany each 
out-of-town witness during his stay 
in Cleveland,” Ness said. 

At a meeting of the ‘Cleveland 
Federation of Labor the statement 
was made by Don A. Campbell, 
mentioned in connection with the 
investigation, that the entire case 
was “a lot of newspaper propagan- 
da which has been passed around 
since the labor movement began, 
and I say it’s high time this stuff 
was stopped.” 

At the suggestion of Jack Gill, 
Typographical Union president, a 
committee was appointed to “talk 
to the Cleveland newspaper pub- 
lishers and ask them what they’ve 
got against the labor movement, 
and whatever it is, to bring it toa 
head.” 

Ness said today “union men 
themselves started the investiga- 
tion to rid their numbers of cer- 
tain grafting leaders.” He made 
the statement in denying the Cleve- 
land Chamber of Commerce aided 
him in his investigation. 

“Some say this is a Chamber of 
Commerce attack on labor unions,” 
Ness said. “I not only haven't 
been near the chamber crowd, but 
I have not obtained any evidence 
from the chamber.” 


SIXTH U. 8. INFANTRY ON WAY

Will Arrive Monday From 10 
Weeks’ Texas Encampment and 
Mechanization Test. 

The Sixth United States In- 
fantry, after a 10 weeks’ encamp- 
ment at Camp Bullis, near San 
Antonio, Tex., is on its way back 
to Jefferson Barracks and will ar- 
rive at the post Monday.

Aldermen Approve Rule for 
Whole Route but Defer 
Passage of Bill. 


Approval of a speed limit of 45 
miles an hour for the entire three- 
mile length of the Express High- 
way was voted unanimously by the 
Board of Aldermen today, although 
final passage of the bill was de- 
ferred to the next session, two 
weeks hence. 

The measure, as reported by the 
Traffic Committee, provided for a 
45-mile limit for two miles in Forest 
Park, between Skinker boulevard 
and Kingshighway, and a 30-mile 
maximum, the same as on other 
city thoroughfares, between Kings- 
highway and Vandeventer avenue. 
Director of Streets and Sewers 
Frank J. McDevitt favored this 
differentiation because he regards 
the dips and curves in the eastern 
section as dangerous. 

An amendment for the 45-mile 
rate the whole distance received a 
unanimous vote, with only one 
member absent, indicating the bill, 
as changed, would be passed when 
it came up again on the calendar. 

Carrying an emergency clause, 
the bill will become effective as 
soon as passed and signed by Mayor 
Dickmann. A 45-mile limit was en- 
acted by the Aldermen last sum- 
mer, but set aside at the suggestion 
of the Mayor and McDevitt, who 
feared travel at that speed would 
be dangerous. Chairman William 
J. Warnick of the Traffic Commit- 
tee announced both had withdrawn 
their objections, at least so far as 
the park section was concerned. 

Many motorists have been driv- 
ing at a rate of 40 miles an hour 
or faster on this highway. The so- 
dium vapor lights on the eastern 
mile, similar to those in the park 
stretch will be turned on tonight for 
the first time. 

Beauty Shop Closing Beaten. 

A bill to require beauty parlors 
to close at 7 p. m., except for an 
hour’s extension on Fridays and 
the days before major holidays, was 
defeated, 23 to 5. It was reported 
favorably by the Legislation Com- 
mittee, but several Aldermen de- 
clared there was too much regula- 
tion of business already, while oth- 
ers said the requirement would be 
unfair to neighborhood shops. It 
was pointed out by proponents that 
barber shops were required by or- 
dinance to close at 7 p. m. 

The bill was introduced, Alder- 
man Allan E. Petersen said, at the 
request of the National Hairdress- 
ers’ and Cosmetologists’ Associa- 
tion. Joining him in voting for it 
were Aldermen Walter H. Tober- 
man, Harry L. Israel, Arthur E. 
Pahl and Charles Routledge. 

Mayor on Memorial Board. 

A bill to create a Soldiers’ Me- 
morial Commission, for supervision 
of use and maintenance of the new 
structure on Memorial Plaza, was 
passed unanimously. The commis- 
sion will consist of the Mayor, 
Comptroller, Aldermanic President, 
Director of Public Safety, chair- 
man of the Aldermanic Public Wel- 
fare Committee and one representa- 
tive each from the American Le- 
gion, Spanish War Veterens and 
Veterans of Foreign Wars. 

At the request of Health Com- 
missioner Joseph F. Bredeck, a bill 
was introduced to increase the milk 
inspection tax from 4 to 5 cents a 
100 pounds.

Geese Also Removed—U. 8. 
Agent Says Birds Attracted 
Migratory Fowl. 


Adolphus A. Busch, president of 
Anheuser-Busch Brewery, and his 
brother, August A. Busch, vice- 
president of the bréwery, have been 


ordered by Harry Barmeier, Fed- 
eral Game Management agent in 
St. Louis, to remove 65 wild geese 
and to discontinue feeding more 
than 300 wild ducks on the grounds 
of their private hunting lodge near 
St. Peters, St. Charles County. 

Barmeier told reporters he had 
received complaints from residents 
near the lodge that persons had 
been hunting ducks with live de- 
coys and shooting over baited 
grounds at the lodge. He said he 
reported the matter to Game Man- 
agement Bureau, Department of 
Agriculture, in Washington, and 


was advised to take any steps he 


found necessary. 

He conferred several days ago 
with Anthony A. Buford, an attor- 
ney for the brewery, and decided to 
take steps so that the wild game 
would leave the lodge grounds, He 
said no formal complaint- would be 
made against the brothers and he 
felt there had been no violation ‘of 
the law since they had a permit for 
propagation of game, 

Prior to 1933, Barmeier said, live 
decoys were used at the lodge for 
the hunting. Since then the Mi- 
gratory Bird Act has been amended 
to prohibit the use of live decoys; 
and the Busches obtained a permit 
to propagate the game. 

These birds attracted wild ducks, 
and in the last few years the tame 
strain was obliterated and the ducks 
now on the grounds are virtually 
wild, he said. While the birds were 
not being used as decoys they did 
constitute an undesirable condition, 
Barmeier said. The geese have been 
removed to Grant’s Farm on 
Gravois road, the residence of Mra 
August A. Busch Sr. |

With downcast eyes Wagner ad- 
mitted spying upon intimate friends 
and accepting relief from the Pro- 
gressives while acting as an in- 
former against them. He denied 
making a sworn statement that he 
knew nothing of dynamiting. Fin- 
ally, he conceded he signed a state- 
ment before one of defense counsel 
“without reading it,” but refused to 
identify his signature. 

On redirect examination he said 
he signed the statement because he 
feared for his life. 

Progressive Mine Bombed. 

Testimony that a Saline County 
mine manned by Progressives was 
bombed after it signed a Progres- 
sive contract was unexpectedly in- 
troduced this morning during de- 
fense cross-examination of Paul 
Halbersleden, general superintend- 
ent of the Sahara mine at Harris- 
burg. As a Government’ witness 
he had testified that some dyna- 
mite had been stolen from the 
mine, 

The account of the warfare in 
Saline County was resumed by Har- 
ry L. Bolen of Cairo, a National 
Guard officer who was present as 
an observer the night of the at- 
tack on the mine, and caused the 
troops to be sent in. As prepara- 
tions were being made for the at- 
tack, Bolen testified that Gov. Hor- 
ner telephoned him and directed 
him to tell Lari Evans, a Progres- 
sive leader, that, unles he dispersed 


his men, he could not represent the 
P. M. A. at an arbitration ‘conference 
here. The National Guard officer 
said Evans told him over the tele 
phone he could not stop the men. 

As the firing began Bolen and 
other National Guard officers start- 
ed for the mine but their car was 
stopped in the streets of Harris 
burg by about 50 men. 

Bolen asserted he vainly tried to 
get private ambulances to go to the 
mine and indicated a physician did 
not go there. He said he was un- 
able to obtain deputies from the 
Sheriff. Then he procured troops 
and a battalion of 300 infantrymen 
arrived in the morning. Troops re- 
mained on duty at Harrisburg for 
seven weeks. 


Truck Wrecked Near Mine. 


A Harrisburg butcher then testi- 
fied his truck was fired into as he 
drove near the mine and wrecked 
when it hit ties placed across the 
road. The witness, Louis Dodd, 
said that as he crawled from the 
wreckage a group of men ap- 
proached. One of them, ie said, 
was Jess Anderson, one of the de- 
fendants, who observed, “I hate 
this.” Later, Dodd continued, An- 
derson promised to arrange pay- 
ment for the damage to the truck.

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PHILIPPINE TYPHOON 
DEATHS RISE Jö 123 


Heavy Damage Caused by 
Storm, Second One in 
Week. 


*

MANILA, Nov. 19.— The Philip- 
pines’ worst typhoon in 25 years 
caused additional destruction in the 


Central Islands tonight, and incom- 
plete reports from devastated re- 
gions showed 123 persons dead and 
$4,000,000 damage. 
Many centers have not been heard 
from since the storm began Wednes- 
day, because of broken communica- 
tion lines. 
The greatest loss of life was by 
drowning at sea. Small boats 
caught without warning in the 100- 
mile-an-hour wind lost - 665 crew 
members and passengers. The num- 
ber included 23 Japanese fishermen. 
The death list by provinces was: 
Cetbu, 38; Negros, 11; Capiz, 11; 
Leyte, 25; Masbate, 30; Camarines 
Sur, 1; Sorsogon, 1; Iloilo, 4; Sa- 
mar, 2. 
Late tonight the storm was 100 
miles west of central Luzon Island, 
and still a threat to Manila. The 
typhoon was the second within a 
week. : 
The fishing boat Miss Liloan 
sank near Masbate and only one 
member of the crew of 31 was 
saved. Fear was felt for the inter- 
island passenger carrier Marin Du- 
queno. Other boats in the Mas- 
bate region were unaccounted for. 
Three Japanese fishing boats sank 
off Molocabo and Iloilo. 
Thirteen passengers and sailors 
were missing after the motorboat 
Guvan sank off Leyte. The motor- 
ship Camotes went down in the 
same vicinity, drowning one crew 
member and three passengers. 
In Northern Cebu province the 
typhoon was the worst in its his- 
tory. Sixty per cent of the houses 
in some regions were demolished. 
Reports indicated widespread 
damage to public works, private 
property and coconut and banana 
plantations swept by the tropical 
storm. The Red Cross and the Gov- 
ernment pushed relief work. 
Torrential rains fell today on 
Philippine regions fringing the 
China Sea and the coast of Luzon 
Island. Manila suffered minor dam- 
age from fresh high winds and 
heavy rains.

Chairman’s Comment 
Comes as Committee 
Completes Study of Mis- 
souri Pacific Proposals. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.— A 
major responsibility for the out- 
come of pending railroad reorgani- 
gations rests with life insurance 
companies of the nation, Acting 
Chairman Truman of the Senate 
committee investigating railway 
financing, said yesterday. He criti- 
cised as “not very happy ones” pre- 
vious rail reorganizations in which 
insurance companies participated 
as creditors. 

“Unless the insurance companies 

carry out this responsibility with 
more lasting success than they have 
in the past, the fate of present rail- 
road reorganizations will be very 
uncertain,” the Missouri Senator 


said, 
Mo-Pac Study. 

Tru made the assertion when 
the committee completed a study 
of proposals for reorganizing the 
Missouri Pacific system. On the 
witness stand were Frederick H. 
Ecker, president of the Metropoli- 
tan Life Insurance Co., and Fred 
P. Hayward, vice-president of John 
Hancock Mutual Life. 

The two insurance companies are 
among those represented on the 
Stedman Bondholders’ Committee, 
an organization of creditors which 
recently agreed to accept a debtors’ 
plan of reorganization. 

Truman said the debtors’ plan 
would enable Alleghany Corpora- 
tion, top holding company in the 
$3,000,000,000 Van Sweringen rail- 
way system, to continue in control 
of the railroad. 

“Insurance companies are the 
biggest class of investors in Amer- 
ican railroads,” Truman said. “The 
money they put into the railroads 
comes from the savings of over 
60 million life insurance policy- 
holders. These investments give to 
life insurance companies a major 
role in railroad reorganizations. 


tions are good or bad, a major re- 
sponsibility rests with the insur- 
ance companies and their execu- 
tives, who participate in preparing 
and negotiating plans of reorgani- 
zations for our American railroads.” 

Ecker and Hayward contended 
that “unforeseen” increaseg in op- 
erating costs, coupled with declin- 
ing revenues during the depression 
period, had been responsible for re- 
organization failures. Government 
regulation and increased competi- 
tion, they said, made it impossible 
to forecast earning possibilities ac- 
curately. 

Seeks to Intervene. 

A bondholders’ committee, seek- 
ing to intervene in ghe Missouri Pa- 
cific Railroad reorganization, told 
the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion today it would endeavor to in- 
troduce evidence brought out in 
the investigation of that road’s op- 
eration by the Wheeler committee. 

The committee, representing gen- 
eral mortgage 4 per cent bonds, and 
headed by C. W. Beard, told the 
commission in oral argument that 
other groups in the reorganization 
proceedings were banding together 
to support the road plan of reor- 
ganization. 

“We will probably be the only 
group that will contest seriously the 
plan advanced for reorganization,” 
counsel said. “If granted leave to 
intervene, we expect to renew our 
application to have information 
brought out by other governmen- 
tal bodies introduced into the rec- 
ord, 

A committee representing an in- 
surance group, headed by John W. 
Stedman, appeared in opposition to 
the Beard committee’s intervention 
on the ground that the latter group 
was not a committee.

U. of Chicago President 
Puts Emphasis on In- 
tellectual Attainment in 
Talk to Teachers. 


MRS. ROOSEVELT AT 
CONVENTION TONIGHT 


‘New Developments in 
Government’ Her Subject 
—State Association Ses- 


sions End Tomorrow. 


Reconstruction of the American 
educational system to place em- 
phasis on intellectual attainment, 
as opposed to purely vocational and 
informational studies, was advo- 
cated today by Robert M. Hutch- 
ins, president of the University of 
Chicago, in an address before the 
annual convention of the Missouri 
State Teachers’ Association at Mu- 
nicipal Auditorium. He presented 
a cynical picture of present-day ed- 
ucation as merely a means to finan- 
cial gain. 

The convention, which will close 
tomorrow, be addressed to- 
night at 8 o’clook by Mrs. Frank- 
lin D. Roosevelt on “New Develop- 
ments in Government.” She will 
arrive late this afternoon and de- 
part after the session. Gov. Stark 
will introduce her. 

Hutchins, who at 38 years of age 
has headed the University of Chi- 
cago for the last eight years, sug- 
gested as the ideal of American ed- 
ucation “the common good as de- 
termined in the light of reason.” 
If, in pursuing this ideal, he said. 
only one college and one univer- 
sity would take a position contrary 
to the prevailing American ideol- 
ogy and suffer the consequences, 
the character of American civiliza- 
tion might conceivably change over 
a long period of time. 

He proposed that bachelors’ de- 
grees be awarded at the end of the 
period of general education, say, 
the end of the sophomore college 
year, so that students hitherto at- 
tending only to confirm or acquire 
social position might be induced to 
withdraw. For others he contem- 
templated a subsequent three-year 
university course.

me ”" he said, that the 
cultivation of the intellectual vir- 
tues can be accomplished through 
the communication of our intel- 
lectual tradition and through train- 
ing in the intellectual disciplines. 
This means understanding the 
great thinkers of the past and pre- 
sent, scientific, historical and 
philosophical. It means a grasp of 
the disciplines of grammar, rhe 
toric, logic and mathematics. It 
does not, of course, mean the ex- 
clusion of contemporary materials. 
They should be brought in daily to 
illustfate, confirm or deny the 
ideas held by the writers under 
discussion. 

“Such a course of study is, in 
the modern jargon, relevant to. ex- 
perience. It has the additional dis- 
tinction, which one based on the 
daily newspaper does not have, of 
introducing the student to the 
great thinkers of every age and to 
the great artists, of developing 
habits of reading and of assisting 
in the formulation of critical stan- 
dards.” 

All students, the speaker contip- 
ued, should be exposed to such a 
course of study, but those dem- 
onstrating intellectual] qualifications 
for advanced work should be per- 
mitted to enter the university, 
while others should be encouraged 
to enter “practical life,” as is the 
case in England and other coun- 
tries. Vocational instruction, he de- 
clared, would disappear from the 
university under the ideal he pro- 
posed, and so would courses de- 
signed solely to transmit informa- 
tion about current -ffairs. 

Intellectual Problems. 

University students then, he ex- 
plained, would face fundamenta! 
intellectual problems in three 
fields—philosophical, including the 
metaphysical and theological; sei- 
entific, including medicine and en- 
gineering, and social sciences, in- 
cluding law and public administra- 
tion. 

“The graduates of a university 
so organized and conducted,” he 
said, “should, after three years of 
study, have some rational concep- 
tion of the common good and of

BODY OF MAN KILLED 
IN 1935 FOUND IN WELL 


Rancher Was Beaten by Utah 
Herder, Who Married His 
Widow—Murder Charged.

ST. GEORGE, Utah, Nov. 19.— 
A headless body, taken yesterday 
from an old well into which it was 
thrown nearly three years ago, sup- 
ported the strange confessions of 
two men of a killing disclosed by 
neighborhood gossip. 

The body was identified by 
trousers, sweater, belt and shoes, 
said Sheriff Antone B. Prince, as 
that of Spencer Malan, 35 
old, who disappeared March 17, 
1935. 

First degree murder charges were 

filed against Charles Bosshardt, 25, 
sheep herder, who told Prince he 
killed Malan in a ranch fight and 
later married the man’s widow, and 
George O. Schaefer, 33, her brother, 
who said he helped dispose of the 
body. 
Both men said they kept the 
secret from their wives—Schaefer 
had acquired three through divorcees 
since the killing—and.were sur- 
prised the killing had been dis 
closed. The Sheriff said, however, 
he had been investigating for a 
year after the men had dropped 
significant hints. 

Mrs. Bosshardt and the third 
Mrs. Schaefer assured their hus- 
bands they would “stand by them.” 

“I had always thought Penny 
(Malan) left me that night—that’s 
why I got a divorce a year later, 
on the ground of desertion, and 
married Charles,” said Mrs. Boss- 
hardt. “I'll stand by him to the 
end—if there ever was a man that 
is a man, it is Charley.“ 

Bosshardt said he struck Malan 
with an iron pipe after the rancher 
attacked him—“ it was his life or 
mine.”

Appropriations for 1937 were $1,- 
029,843 and total expected expendi- 
tures were given as $982,853. In 
1936 the county spent $1,139,830. 


The budget for 1938 anticipates 
revenue of $1,063,154 and includes 
the 1937 surplus, set up in an 
“emergency appropriation” fund to 
which $35,582 is added from next 
year’s anticipated revenue. Should 
departments spend the amounts 
tentatively allotted to them by Har- 
per’s budget, and revenue estimates 
prove correct, the county would 
have a surplus of $99,325 at the end 
of 1938. 


Same Tax Rate Recommended. 


The recommended tax rate for 
1938 is $1.02 on the $100 valuation, 
the same as for 1937. Etsimated 
valuation of real, personal and mer- 
chants’ and manufacturers’ proper- 
ty for 1938 is $252,500,000, as com- 
pared to $248,000,000 for 1937. 


During 1937, Harper's figures 
show Pauper and Insane fund ex- 
pendituers of $174,827, which is 859, 
040 less than $233,867 appropriated. 
In 1936 expenditures were $260,397. 
The proposed budget for next year 
is $179,450. The differences are 
largely in the amounts set aside for 
cash payments to the poor. For 
1937, $42,869 was appropriated for 
cash relief but only $558 was spent 
as compared to $79,916, for 1936. No 
provision for such payments is 
made for next year. 

The Comptroller recommended 
that the office of County Collector 
be placed under budgetary control, 
disagreeing with the contention that 
it receives none of its revenue from 
the general fund. He also suggest- 
ed that a uniform classification of 
personnel be adopted so employes 
doing a similar type of work would 
receive the game compensation re- 
gardless of the office in which they 
were employed.

NEW. ENGLAND MANUFACTURER 
OUTLINES ‘DESIGN FOR LIVING’ 


Speaker Says Idealism of New Deal 
Is Desirable but Condemns 
“Sophomoric Experimenters.”

BOSTON, Nov. 19. — Ralph E. 

Flanders, a Vermont manufacturer, 

said today that New England de- 


sired the idealism of the New Deal 
but never would it aid “irresponsi- 
ble sophomoric experimenters who 
choke the industries from which 
they demand the products and the 
taxes essential to the social pro- 
gram.” 

Outlining “our design for living“ 
at the closing session of the thir- 
teenth annual New England confer- 
ence, Flanders said New England- 
ers would not consent “to see our 
children trained for getting and not 
for giving—for feeding at the 
trough and not laboring to grow 
the grain.” 

Flanders said the “design for liv- 
ing” embraced “a childhood filled 
with opportunity, a maturity with 
no ceiling to creative effort, an old 
age free of worry and attuned to 
repose.” 

“This picture we paint resembles 
the new deal model but the model 
falls short of the vision,” he said. 

Flanders warned the businessmen 
against condemning “every political, 
social and industrial novelty on the 
ground that ‘economic law never 
changes’ and human nature is al- 
ways the same.’”

EDUCATIONAL MEDAL 


Missouri U. Faculty Member Re-

INJUNCTION DENIED 
SLUT MACHINE OWNER 


Judge Collet Questions Attor- 
ney About Refiling Because 
of ‘Typographical Errors.’ 


A temporary injunction sought 
by a slot machine operator against 
police interference with his mint- 
vending machines was denied yes- 
terday by United States District 
Judge John C. Collet after he had 
pointedly questioned the attorney 
for the man seeking the injunction 


“Was not this suit filed Satur- 
day, assigned to Judge Davis, im- 
mediately dismissed, refiled Mon- 
day, and assigned to me?” Judge 
Collet asked. The attorney, Louis 
Hudson, said the facts were as stat- 
ed, explaining that Saturday’s suit 
was dismissed because of “typo- 
graphical errors.” Suits in the dis- 
trict court are assigned in order of 
filing to one of the three judges. 

Comparing, page by page, the 
two petitions, Judge Collet asked 
if Hudson recalled what the errors 
were. Hudson said he did not. 

Judge George H. Moore had dis- 
missed a similar injunction suit, 
sought by another slot machine op- 
erator, last July, as Associate City 
Counselor Oliver Senti pointed out 
to Judge Collet. 

“Tt should not be necessary for all 
three, Judges of this court to pass 
on issues already decided by any 
one Judge,” Judge Collet told Hug- 
son. “The temporary injunction 
will be denied, and if it is de- 
termined that either Judge Davis 
or Judge Moore has dismissed an 
identical case this petition will not 
be entertained.” 

Hudson's client, William Zicos 
of Mount Vernon, III., Who operates 
the Illinois Candy Vending Ma- 
chine Co., sought the injunction 
on the ground that the machines 
were not gambling devices.

ON TRAINING CHILDREN 
70 COPE WITH FUTURE 


Dr. William Heard Kilpatrick 
Defines Education’s Aim in 
Speech to Teachers Here. 


The aim of modern education is 
the development of individuals who 
can dea] with an unknown future 
on its own terms, Dr. William 
Heard Kilpatrick, profesgor of edu- 


cation in Columbia University for 
28 years before his retirement last 
June, said in an address before the 
rural and elementary school sec- 
tion of the Missouri State Teachers’ 
Association in Municipal Audito- 
rium here yesterday. 

“Our task as teachers,” he said, 
“is so to work with out children 
that they live such lives as we are 
glad to have built into their char- 
acters. If children do finer things, 
accept them as their way of life, 
then they will grow that way.” 

Dr. Kilpatrick's retirement from 
Columbia University, enforced by 
an administration ruling that the 
provision for retirement at 65 was 
mandatory, evoked strenuous pro- 
test from his former students all 
over the world. Some of his sup- 
porters charged that he was being 
forced out of his teaching position 
because he had consisently taken 
a liberal position on public ques- 
tions. University authorities denied 
this but refused to make an excep- 
tion to the retirement rule. He is 
now a visiting professor in North- 
western University. 


“Self-Directing Personalities.” 

“Children must grow as self-di- 
recting personalities,” the white- 
haired teacher said. “As we man- 
age for them to grow in their range 
of conscious duty, we may expect 
to solve our great social problems.” 

“Our old idea of learning, based 
on the drill and memory process 
alone, may have fitted an un- 
changing world but it does not fit 
a dynamic one such as we live in,” 
he continued. “The new idea is 
that learning is a creative affair, 


with the child dealing with what 
is to him a difficult experience and 
learning his novel reactions. Teach- 


ers must help the child choose his 
enterprises, manage them and ac- 
cept responsibility for them.” 

In another talk yesterday, at a 
luncheon meeting of the Associa- 
tion for Childhood Education in 
Hotel Jefferson, Dr. Kilpatrick dis- 
cussed problems confronting’ the 
teaching profession. 

The most serious of the prob- 
lems, he declared, is the lack of 
clear objectives. “Many of us 
want and try to do better things 
but we don’t understand what we 
are about. In some schools which 
profess to be forward-looking the 
children are noisy and flighty and 
never finish anything they start. 
The teachers are more sure they 
want to be different than they are 
how to be different. 


“No One Learned Very Much.” 

“Parents frequently centribute to 
the confusion in ideas. They re- 
member inadequately and say 
What of their spelling? In my 
day everybody could spell every 
word in the dictionary!’ As a 
matter of fact, no one learned very 
much.” 

Calling attention to overcrowded 
class rooms as another difficulty in 
contemporary education, the speak- 
er said, “Maybe we will have to or- 
ganize teachers better than before 
so that they can be heard. We will 
have to show how children suffer 
under these conditions.” 

About 3000 persons heard Dr. 
Kilpatrick’s address in the auditori- 
um convention hall and about 400 
attended the luncheon.

REWARD FOR KILLER 
OF LABOR LEADER 


Minneapolis Teamsters 
Others Post Offers To- 
taling $11,000.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Nov. 19. 
—Investigators looked into union 
activities today for a solution to 
the ambush killing of Patrick J, 
Corcoran, labor leader. 

Mayor George E. Leach threw all 
the facilities of the police depart- 
ment into the search for the per- 
sons who shot Corcoran, American 
Federation of Labor man, with a 
pistol, near his home Wednesday 
night. Corcoran was chairman of 
the North Central District Drivers 
Council, covering five states, and 
was active in several A. F. of L. 
unions here. 

Alderman A. G. Bastis said he 
had heard reports that an officer 
and three organizers of the Gen- 
eral Drivers’ Union were on a death 
list headed by Corcoran. He said 
they were Bill Brown, and the 
three Dunn brothers, Miles, Vincent 
and Grant. 

Hilliard Smith and William Mau- 
seth, two organizers for the United 
Electrical, Radio & Machine Work- 
ers, a Committee for Industrial Or- 
g.unization affiliate, said in a letter 
to Mayor Leach that gangsters 
and racketeers had penetrated city 
labor organizations. They said they 
had informed Mayor Leach last 
July that a dangerous situation 
elxsted. N 

Mayor Leach declined to com- 
ment o nthe letter but said we 
intend to remove this blot and 
bring the criminals to speedy jus- 
tice.” He invited “every citizen 
to bring any rumors or any clews 
no matter how seemingly small, to 
the police department or myself.” 

$11,000 in Rewards Offered. 

The Joint Teamsters’ Council, 
with which Corcoran was asso- 
ciated, posted a $10,000 reward for 
apprehension of the murderers and 
Gov. Elmer Benson and the Minne 
apolis Star each offered $500. 

A man who told Cedric Adams, 
newspaper columnist, more than a 
week ago that “a prominent Minne- 
apolis labor leader would be taken 
for a ride within two weeks” was 
sought for questioning. The “tip” 
was published Nov. 9. 

Meyer Lewis, representative of 
William Green, president of the A. 
F. of L., was asked by detectives 
about reports that a labor war was 
imminent here. Lewis said he knew 
of no such reports. 

Others interviewed by authori- 
ties included Thomas Cunningham, 
president of the State Federation 
of Labor; William Wright of the 
A. F. of L. and Raymond Rain- 
bolt, a labor leader. Cunning 
said Cochran had appealed to the 
A. F. of L. for aid in settling Min- 
neapolis union difficulties:

RETURNS MADE HERE 


Many Census Cards Filled Out 
by Practical Jokers, Early 
Check Shows. 


Although a total of 75,589 re- 
turns had been received today in 
the St. Louis unemployment cen- 
sus it was obvious that a number 
of the replies were from practical 
jokers. One card was received 
from the president of a railroad and 
others from physicians, lawyers 
and salesmen. One was from a 
policeman. 

Fred Lautenschlager, chief of the 
postoffice force handling returns, 
stated regulations do not permit 
the throwing out of such returns. 
They must be sent to Washington 
for analysis and classification. 


Lautenschlager thinks at least 
some of the cards filled out by 
employed persons are returned be- 
cause the maker wishes to regis- 
ter dissatisfaction with his present 
job. Behind this, he said, may lie 
the hope the census may be the 
first step in a job placement pro- 
gram. 
Salesmen Are Hopeful. 

This is particularly true, he 
pointed out, of salesmen on small 
commissions and perhaps of some 
professional men with small fees. 
Some persons recorded on their 
cards that although fully em- 
ployed for a year preceding the cen- 
sus they had earned no money. 

Postoffice officials would not at- 
tempt to guess how mueh of the 
margin between their advance es- 
timate of 45,000 returns from the 
St. Louis area and the number re- 
ceived to date may be accounted 
for by either the unemployability 
or the insincerity of some of the 
card signers. 0 

They stated the unemployable 
group will be quite large as many 
returns were received from the 
aged, the sick and disabled and in 
some instances from those so young 
as to be borderline cases, On some 
cards the makers noted that they 
do not want . ork because of in- 
validism or other reasons. 

16,189 in Morning’s Mail. 

This morning’s mail brought in 
16,189 returns, a drop of about 6000 
from yesterday morning’s peak of 
22,372, In addition, about 2000 
cards originally filled out wrong 
and sent back to letter carriers so 
that they could contact the makers 
were returned after correction, 
Lautenschlager anticipated still fur- 
ther declines in later dispatches. 

Returns must be in the mail by 
midnight tomorrow, when the cen- 
sus closes. Beginning Sunday, po 
office workers will sort and frame 
returns and make up the tabulated 
report, which is due in Washington 
Feb. 27. 

In East St. Louis, 6500 cards had 
been returned today. Only one re- 
turn had been made to the post- 
office at National City, the East St. 
Louis suburb in which the Nation- 
al Stockyards is located. 

Comparative Figures Lacking. 

There has been no reliable count 
of the unemployed with which the 
present census figures may be com- 
pared. The closest approach is an 
estimate compiled by the Social 
‘Planning Council from monthly re- 
ports of the Department of Labor 
giving the percentage of change in 
employment in sample St. Louis 
industries. That estimate for Au- 
gust, the latest available, was that 
53,025 were unemployed in St. 
Louis and the county. The peak 
month for unemployment in the 
council’s figures was August, 1932, 
when the estimate was 177,260. 

The relief roll furnished no in- 
dex, because those able to work 
but unemployed are now denied re- 
lief, unless there are children in 
their families. There are 15,000 
W P A workers in St. Louis and 
the county, all of whom should have 
registered as unemployed in the 
present census. 


BEDAUX DENIES HE’S A FASCIST 
ON ARRIVAL IN BRITISH ISLES 


En Route to Paris from U. S., Pre- 
sumably to See Windsors, He 
Says He'll Make Statement Soon. 
GLASGOW, Scotland, Nov. 19.— 
Mr. and Mrs. Charles E. Bedaux, 
firends of the Duke and Duchess of 
Windsor, debarked today from the 
liner Duchess of Bedford, and were 
reported en route to Paris to see 
the Windsors. Bedaux said he ex- 
pected to make an official state- 
ment within three days, presumably 

after he has seen the Duke, 
Detectives hustled him and his 
wife into an automobile for the trip 
from Greenock, where their boat 
docked, to Glasgow. They expected 
to proceed to London today and 
cross to Paris tomorrow or Sunday. 
Bedaux, an industrial engineer 
who was to have guided Windsor on 
his now postponed industrial survey 
of the United States, repeated a de- 
nial of any Fascist connection. 
American labor organization 
charges that the Duke had chosen 
an arch enemy of labor as a guide 
for his American tour brought a 
postponement of the trip that was 
to have started Nov. 6. 
“I cannot afford to associate with 
Fascists,” Bedaux said. “I am pure- 
ly an international consulting en- 
gineer. I have never had any con- 
necton with politics and never will.”

Legal Right of State to 
Withdraw From 80-20 
Deal Made by O’Malley 
Attacked.

JEFFERFSON CITY, Nov. 19.— 
An answer attacking the legal right 
of State Insurance Superintendent 
George A. S. Robertson to with- 
draw from the 80-20 compromise of 
fire insurance rate litigation — 
which was agreed to by his ousted 
predecessor, R. Emmet O’Malley— 
and the right of Gov. Stark to di- 
rect such a withdrawal move was 
filed yesterday by the fire insur- 
ance companies in the Missouri 
Supreme Court, where the litiga- 
tion is pending. 

The companies contended the 
much criticised compromise agree- 
ment entered into between O’Mal- 
ley and the companies in May, 1935, 
which has been rejected twice by 
State courts, was a valid and bind- 
ing contract and that it was “not 
the subject of adverse determina- 
tion” by the Supreme Court.

bf. HENRIETTA BORCK'S ESTATE 
SUED BY SERVANT FOR $23,776 


Petition Alleges She Was “Practical 
Slave” in Home From 1914 
Until Last July.

rietta A. 8. Borck, physician who 
died last July, in behalf of Miss 
Laura M. Brueggeman, alleging the 
amount is due Miss Brueggeman 
for services as a servant in Dr. 
Borck’s household from 1914 until 
her death. . 

The petition, filed in Circuit 
Court, was prepared at the direc- 
tion of William J. Joyce, guardian 
for Miss Brueggeman since she 
was declared of unsound mind in 
Probate Court last August. The suit 
alleges that Miss Brueggeman was 
taken into the Borck household 
shortly after escaping from the 
City Sanitarium in' 1914, and sub- 
sequently was ‘a practical slave” in 
the home, performing housework 
and laundry duties of all types. She 
was poorly clothed and fed by Dr. 
Borck, the petition charged, and 
forced to sleep on a bed of carpets 
on the floor. 

In estimating the amount due 
Miss Brueggeman at $23,776, the 
petition placed the value of her 
services at $100 a month, minus 
certain annuities and $460 salary 
which it was stated actually were 
given her. The estate of Dr. Borck, 
the only heir to which is a nephew 
living in Germany, was said in the 
petition to have a value of $75,000.

The conspiracy was to have been 
put into execution, he said, the next 
time the President set out from 
the capital to visit the Mexican in- 
terior. Cardenas had been expected 
to leave Mexico City this week-end. 

A communique of the Govern- 
ment Press Bureau, the only state- 
ment published by: Mexico City 
newspapers, made no mention of 
the reported plot; The bureau said 
all the men and women arrested in 
the raids had been questioned, then 
freed subject to possible recall for 
further questioning.

HOUSING CONFERENCE 
FOR TAX ADJUSTMENI 


Proposes Also Rewriting of 
Obsolete Building Codes 
and More Bidding.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19. — The 
housing conference of the United 
States Chamber of Commerce in- 
dorsed yesterday a seven-point pre- 
gram to popularize home-owning, 
as a means of increasing residen- 
tial construction.

He Testifies Citizens Com- 
. mittee Kept No Minutes, 
80 He Can't Supply 
Records Sought. 


SAYS ORGANIZATION 
was SPONTANEOUS 


Formed to ‘‘Re-Establish 
Law, Order” in Steel 
Strike Emergency, He 
Declares. 


By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Law- 
rence W. Campbell, secretary of 
the Johnstown (Pa.) Citizens’ Com 
mtitee, told the Senate Civil Liber- 
ties Committee today his organiza- 
tion was a “voluntary and spon- 
taneous assemblage of citizens” or 
ganized last June to meet the 
“emergency” of the steel strike. 
Appearing by committee com- 
mand, Campbell, who is also secre- 
tary of the Johnstown Chambers 
t. Commerce, testified he was un- 
ableto produce some of the records 
the committee asked for. 
Because of the nature of the citi- 
zen’s organization, Campbell said, 
“time did not permit” drafting of 
a constitution, by-laws or declara- 
tion ot principles at the time it was 
formed. ‘The Senate committee had 


asked for those records. 
“Campbell said his committee was 
organized on June 14 in the Elks’ 
ledge room at which the Minutes 
of meetings were not kept, he said. 
Campbell was one of several wit- 
nesses asked to submit to the Sen- 


ate Committee records which it 


Plans to use in an investigation of 
“yarious employer associations.” 

In response to the subpena 
Campbell brought what he de- 
scribed as a miscellaneous assem- 
blage of letters, telegrams, copy of 
booklet and copies of several ads 


hi were published by the (Citi- 
— He Any submit 
ted à membership list, copies of 


speeches by committee members 
and financial records. 


Reads wed Statement. 
“The ieee Committee of 
Johnstown; Pa., had only one pur- 
pose,” Campbell testified, that of 
re-establishing’ law and order 
through normal governmental 
agencies.” He read from a pre- 
pared statement. 

This end was sought, Campbell 


said, so “the lives, homes and nor- 


mal pursuits of Johnstown citizens 
would be safe,” so that “the work- 
ers, exceeding 11,000 who wanted 
to provide for their families 


through wages earned, rather than 


accept relief, were not denied that 
privilege,” and so that “the work- 
ers, who wanted to strike in behalf 
of their union, were permitted to do 
se without restraint, which presup- 
poses peaceful picketing. 

“Due te the heat and tenseness 
of the situation,” Campbell contin- 


used, “the work of the Citizens’ Com- 
mittee of Johnstown was limited 
to that of observation and ascer- 
taining facts, so that constructive 
contracts could be maintained be- 
tween the steel company, the work- 
ers, the union and the various gov- 
ernmental units.” 

Campbell submitted some of the 
records which the committee had 
asked the Johnstown Chamber of 
Commerce to produce, but did not 
offer others because he said they 
are “immaterial and have no place 
in hearings of this character.” 

Asked to produce records of the 
Citizens’ National Committee, 
Campbell, a former member, said 
he had none in his possession. 

More Elusive Records. 

Chester A. Hanson, secretary- 
treasurer of the Constitutional 
Educational League, Inc., of New 
Haven, Conn., told the committee 
he was unable to produce records 
of his organization because they 
had not been in his possession since 
last Sunday. 

At that time, he explained, Jo- 
seph P. Kamp, chairman of the 
league, took the records with him 
on an automobile trip through sev- 
eral Middle Western states in or- 
der to “look through them and see 
what’s in them before they are 
turned over to the committee.” 

Kamp, Hanson testified, had been 
subpenaed to appear before the 
committte today and planned to 
bhing the records with him. When 
the committee notified Kamp that 
he would not be called until Dec. 
15, Hanson said, the chairman de- 
cided that it was “his responsibil- 
ity” to produce the records and 
that he would do so at that time. 

When Hanson said he had not 
gone to the New York, or Birming- 
ham offices of his organization to 
see whether any of the records 
there were of the type called for 
by the investigators, Chairman La 
Follette (Progressive), Wisconsin, 
told him, “you didn’t make a very 
faithful, or conscientious effort to 
comply with this subpena.” 

“I did considerable,” Hanson re- 
plied. 

“You mean the part where you 
helped the man pack up the rec- 
ords and put them in his car?” La 
Follette asked. 

Questioned by Thomas. 

Senator Thomas (Dem.), Utah, a 
former political science and history 
professor, subjected Hanson to rig- 
orous questioning as to the meaning 
of the organization’s name and as 
to the witness’ knowledge of the 
Constitution and his qualifications 
as an educator. 

Hanson, wriggling uncomfortably 
in the witness chair, conceded: a 
lack of knowledge of some phases 
of the Constitution, explaining that 
only “occasionally” did he make 
speeches on the subject. He added 
that he was concerned principally 
with the organization’s business 
affairs. 

The chief purpose of the league, 
he told Thomas, was to combat 
Communigm und “sulsyersive” m- 
fluences. . 

Thomas asserted that Hanson's 
testimony showed the words consti- 
tutional and educational in the or- 
ganization’s name “had no mean- 
ing.”

Teaching Baseball. 


RANK FRANCIS FRISCH is 
F sein planning to go collegiate 

in a football coaching way 
when the Cardinals gather at St. 
Petersburg next spring to train 
for the 1938 championship sea- 
son. Frank formulated his plan 
during the late days of the 1937 
season and he indicated in a re- 
cent letter to Extra Innings that 
he was sold on the idea of borrow- 
ing a page from the book of grid- 
iron instruction. 

“Yes, I’m going through with 
it,“ Frank answered a query. “I’m 
going to have a platform or a 
ladder or maybe I'll find a spot 
on a fence. And I'm going to get 
myself a megaphone. It’s going 
to be a training camp and we'll 
try to do some training. In the 
course of a baseball season any 
club will make a lot of mistakes 
and the blunders frequently cost 
ball games. If you can reduce 
the blunders to a minimum, you'll 
win a larger proportion of the 
close games and in a close race, 
a couple of games can make the 
difference between a big portion 
of the world series gravy and 
just some also-ran money. 


“T've kept a little book—partly 
in my head and partly on paper— 
and we'll go over and over the 
tough plays until we have them 
down pat. There will be intensive 
training on baserunning, sliding, 
cut-off plays and throwing to 
prevent players from taking ex- 
tra bases,

éy THINK the best way to get 
| results in this training busi- 
ness is in actual competi- 
tion and so as soon as the players 
have worked out the preliminary 
muscle kinks, we'll have a prac- 
tice game every day. I'll have my 
megaphone and when a base-run- 
ner fails to take an extra base or 
when an outfielder throws to the 
wrong base, I'll use the mega- 
phone and stop the play right 
there. Then we'll do the play over 
and have the job done as it should 
be done. 

We'll still have a young team 
next year, and it is the young 
team that makes mistakes. In 
other words, what I want to do is 
to give the boys during the train- 
ing season, some of the experience 
it usually takes years to get. I'm 
thinking seriously also of having 
skull practice in the clubhouse, or 
on the field, with a blackboard. I 
always did think that was a fine 
way of explaining things, so I'll 
practice up on my drawing dur- 
ing the winter.” 

What did Frisch think of the 
Cardinals’ chances for 1938? 

“Wait till we see what spring 
training develops, please,” 
Frisch wrote back. “But you can 
rest assured that the Cardinals 
will be among the contenders. 
The players put up a game fight 
last year and if it hadn’t been for 
all the accidents, we would have 
been in the world series. If we 
had had Paul Dean and Winford 
and Dizzy Dean all year without 
a sore arm, it would have made 
a tremendous difference.”

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V. M. ALDRICH URGES 
PROFITS TAX REPCAL 


Banker Also Advocates Low 
Flat Rate on Capital 
Gains. 


By the Associated Press. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—Winthrop 


W. Aldrich, chairman of the board 
of the Chase National Bank, said at 
a dinner of the New York State 
Chamber of Commerce last night 
that the accomplishment of private 
enterprise in increasing employ- 
ment “depends more on what is 
done in Washington in the near 
future than on anything else.” 

“Private enterprise goes forward 
only when the conditions are such 
that confidence exists in the pos- 
sibility of conducting business on 
a profitable basis,” he told the 
members of the organWation, of 
which he is president. 

Aldrich laid the business reces- 
sion to “important governmental 
policies, some of which already 
bear heavily on bysiness and others 
og which undermine confidence in 
the future on the part of the in- 
vesting public and the business 
community. Many governmental 
policies, moreover, create uncer- 
tainty and uncertainty is the one 
thing above all others that is most 
difficult for busines to cope with.” 

Cannot Act in Unison. 

“I am sure we all agree that it 
is obvious everything possible 
should be done through private en- 
terprise to expand business and in- 
crease employment. This is indeed 
the very thing that chambers such 
as this were founded to further. 

“It must be remembered, how- 
ever, that the millions of men and 
women who constitute that great 
constructive force which we refer 
to as ‘private enterprise’ cannot act 
in unison under the direction of 
any individual or group of indi- 
viduals. Private enterprise goes 
forward only when the conditions 
are such that confidence exists in 
the possibility of conducting busi- 
ness on a profitable basis. When 
such a situation exists, the result, 
in the case of an intelligent, ambi- 
tious and active people, such as we 
have in this country, is automatic. 
I believe, therefore, that the accom- 
plishment by private enterprise of 
the desired end of increasing em- 
ployment depends more on what is 
done in Washington in the near 
future than on anything else. 

“There is, indeed, evidence that 
Washington today has assumed a 
more conciliatory and constructive 
attitude from the standpoint of 
business and finance than we have 
seen for a long time. 

More Assurance Needed. 

“The speech of the Secretary of 
the Treasury was very encourag- 
ing, and if the Treasury reaches its 
goal of a balanced budget the cor- 
nerstone of the foundation of true 
business recovery will have been 
laid. But more is needed. The un- 
distributed profits tax should be re- 
pealed. e capital gains tax 
should be en out of the income 
tax category and fixed at a low 
flat rate so that men will be en- 
couraged to take profits, shift in- 
vestments, set immobilized funds in 
motion and take reasonable risks. 
The public utilities should be freed 
from governmental competition in 
order that they may press vigor- 
ously forward in making up their 
vast arrears of construction and re- 
equipment. The railroads should 
be encouraged to do likewise. 

‘There is one suggestion which 
has emanated from Washington in 
the last few days which it seems 
to me requires special comment— 
that is, the suggestion that revision 
of the tax laws and other laws ham- 
pering business should be limited 
to giving relief to small businesses: 
if this suggestion should be fol- 
lowed, the attempt to encourage 
business would De unsuccessful. The 
practical questions is whether Con- 
gress wishes to get results. Both 
small businesses and big business 
are hampered by existing legisla- 
tion. Both small and big busi- 
nesses should be enceuraged. Both 
are needed if the business recession 
is to be stemmed.” 

Aldfich also advocated fixing by 
law the gold content of the dollar 
and repealing the presidential pow- 
er to alter that content.

SINGLE-PARTY RULE 
ORDERED IN BRAZIL 


Vargas Organization Being 
Formed to Support 
Dictatorship. 


By the Associated Press. 

RIO DE JANEIRO, Nov. 19.— 
A national political party that 
would make Brazil a one-party 
state under the leadership of Pres- 
ident Getulio Vargas is reported 
being formed to support the new 
government he proclaimed Nov. 
10. 

Dispatches from the politically 
dominant state of Rio Grande do 
Sul and the economically impor- 
tant state of Sao Paulo indicated 
administration leaders were work- 
ing actively for establishment of 
such a party. 

States like Minas Geraes, most 
poptious in Brazil, Bahia and Per- 
nambuco, most advanced in the 
northeast, were expected eventually 
te adhere. (Parties in Brazil here- 
tofore mainly have followed state 
lines.) 

The Vargas party was expected 
to become the only one in Brazil, 
since the new Constitution, by es- 
tablishing a Government-controlled 
nominating college, tends to make 
a multiple-party system meaning- 
less. 

In a manifesto to the army on 
the eve of today’s celebration of 
Brazil’s Flag Day —commemor- 
ating proclamation of the Repub- 
lican flag Nov. 19, 1889—Gen. Eu- 
rico Gaspar Dutra, Minister of 
War, declared: 

“Supported by and confident in 


republic has been invested with the 
supreme authority of the state.” 

The Government announced it 
had saved some $3,437,000 in sal- 
aries that would have been paid 
302 deputies and 42 Senators if the 
Nov. 10 Constitution had not abol- 
ished the old Legislature. 

By ‘presidential decree, Vargas 
abolished Federal courts in Brazil's 
20 states, Acre territory and the 
tederal district of Rio de Janeiro. 
The decree made a supreme mili- 
tary tribunal the highest court in 
military cases and gave state ap- 
pellate courts final appellate juris- 
diction in all other cases.

PARIS, Nov. 19.—Premier Ca- 
mille Chautemps tolc Parliament 
tonight investigation of the secret 
Cagoulard, “hooded ones,” organ- 
ization, had implications of ter- 
rible gravity,” as the Government 


smashed at what it believed to be 
one section of a powerful revolu- 
tionary organization capable of 
conducting country-wide warfare. 

The Premier said the Govern- 
ment would ask Parliament for 
special legislation authorizing vig- 
orous action. 

Following the speech by Chau- 
temps, the Government won a vote 
of confidence in the Chamber of 
Deputies on pledges to crush armed 
enemies within France and to at- 
tempt to limit war abroad. The 
vote was 399 to 160 in favor of 
the Cabinet. 

The present series of police raids 
through France to seize cached 
arms grew from an investigation of 
the Cagoulards last fall. 

The “importance of the prepara- 
tions, the immensity of the sum in- 
vested and the origin of the seized 
arms,” were cited by the Premier 
as reasons for gravity of the situa- 
tion. 

The Surete Nationale has de- 
clared most of the arms and am- 
munition seized were of German or 
Italian origin. 

“You can count on our firmness 
to catch these criminals, no mat- 
ter where they come from,” Chau- 
temps said. “You can count on 
our vigilance. France cannot live 
like a besieged nation menaced by 
spies and criminal acts, perpetrated 
with a boldness that calls for most 
erlergetic measures. 

French secret police, enn 
ing with local authorities, are work- 
ing quietly to break up the secret, 
armed, military organization which 
already has lost enough arms 
through raids to equip a small 
army. 

The seriousness with which the 
Government took the investigation 
was shown by reinforcement of the 
guard around the various minis- 
tries. Armed mobile guardsmen 
stood at the doors tonight and 
watched carefully over all those 
who entered the office. 

Communist members of the 
chamber of Deputies voted today 
to ask Minister of Interior Marx 
Dormoy to tell Parliament about 
what they called the “Fascist plot 
against the security of the state.” 

The investigation assumed an in- 
ternational character when the 
French police asked Swiss author- 
ities to find the source of some cf 
the arms already seized. 

Dormoy, after a conference with 


Chautemps, declared “the affair is 
getting bigger and more serious 
every minute.” 

Operatives of Surete Nationale 
pressed investigations in Bordeaux, 
Lyons and Marseilles. 

Authorities at Lille today seized a 
truck containing a sub-machine gun 
and 800 cartridges and arrested the 
driver. 

In two raids alone—one on an 
antique shop and another on a 
river shipping company—there were 
found 1408 hand grenades, 45 Ger- 
man-made machine-guns, 170 rifles 
and an enormous store of ammuni- 
tion, 

Several persons were held after 
the raid on the shipping company’s 
offices where the hand grenades, 
35 rifles and a Quantity of cart- 
ridges were seized. 

The raid ciosely followed one on 
the antique shop where the ma- 
chine guns, 134 rifles and 25,000 
cartridges were taken as the Surete 
agents pressed their investigation 
of secret organizations, including 
“Les Cagoulards,” the Hooded 
Ones.” The proprietor of the shop 
and his sister were arrested. Eight 
persons are now in custody. 

The prisoners were said by au- 
thorities to include a royalist and 
a member of Col. Francois de la 
Rocque’s rightist social party. 

The extreme Rightist newspaper, 
La Liberte, said that exceptional 
precautions had been taken to 
guard the Ministries in Paris and 
that all frontier airports were 
watched in the drive. 

The Leftist newspaper, Ce Soir, 
said that a powerful Rightist 
secret organization had plotted the 
establishment of a new government 
and had asked “a high military 
personality” to be its head. 

Ce Soir said the Rightist plot— 
which it atributed to “the Secret 

— me League”—was so well de- 

oped that “a high military per- 
sonality—one, whispers the name 
of a Marshal of France—had been 
approached by a group asking if he 
would preside over a new govern- 
ment which would be formed.” 

Police officials appeared to share 
the opinion of the Leftist press 
that “the Hooded Ones” were only 
a small group within a larger so- 
ciety. . 

A house in a forest between 
Melun and Fontainebleau was re- 
ported as che scene of an impor- 
tant phase of the inquiry. 

The rightist newspaper Le Jour 
asserted those arrested were allied 
with “The Hooded Ones” against 
an attempted Communist coup. The 
leftist L’Oeuvre called the organi- 
zation “secret militia” and the So- 
cialist organ, Le Populaire, and the 
Communist, L’Humanite, described 
the conspirators as “Fascists.” 


NEW CRIME WAVE. IN SICILY 
DISCLOSED WITH 80 ARRESTS 


wave of criminal activity in Sicily, 
similar to that of the Mafia before 
its ssupression, was discloved to- 
day with the arrest of 80 persons. 

The prisoners, rounded up when 
authorities acted swiftly to prevent 
a recurrence of a reagn of black- 
hand terror which once afflicted 
the island, were charged with mur- 
der, robbery, kidnaping and other 
offenses. 

Herded into iron cages reserved 
for accused in Italian courtrooms, 
they will go to trial Dec. 22. The 
accused worked, authorities said, 
in the Trapani region on the west- 
ern tip of Sicily which is filled with 
inaccessible mountain refuges. 

Like the Maffia (Terrorists) of 
old, they apparently believed in di- 
rect action against authorities. 
Among the persons they are 
charged with killing are Mayor 
Perricone of Vita, his brother, a 
prefecture commissioner and a mi- 
litiaman. Other charges against 
members of the group include cat- 
tle stealing and shielding of delin- 
quents — so-called Maffia spe- 
cialties. 

For almost 15 years, the Maffia 
virtually controlled Sicily, intimi- 
dating officials, levying tribute on 
citizens, robbing and killing. In- 
ternal feuds of the organization 
spread to North and South Ameri- 
ca, Shortly after Fascism came 
to power, Premier Mussolini de- 
creed its suppression. Its power 
was broken and its members were 
distributed among Italian jails 
and penal colonies.

Lord Hugh Cecil proposed the 
motion yesterday. was opposed 
by the Archbishop of Canterbury, 
who predicted its defeat if offered 
in Parliament and added that it 
might lead to a painful church- 
state clash. 

The assembly did, however, adopt 
a resolution welcoming a recent 
expression of church convocations 
condemning use of the marriage 
service for divorcees. 


COLONY CLUB MEMBERSHIP 
OF MRS. ROOSEVELT NOT LISTED 


New York Social Register Also 
Fails to Mention President’s 
Knickerbocker Affiliation. 
NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—The Col- 
ony Club, Park avenue’s top-rank- 
ing club for women, is no longer 
listed in the social register among 
Mrs. Franklin D. Roosevelt's af- 
filiations. The 1938 edition of the 
book, just published, omits the Col- 
ony after Mrs. Roosevelt’s name. 
The club never speaks of its mem- 
bers, and no information was forth- 
coming from that quarter. Nor was 
any explanation available today at 
the offices of the social register. 
The book also omits the Knicker- 
bocker from President Roosevelt’s 
clubs in this edition. The Knicker- 
bocker, stronghold of hidebound 
conservatism, offered no comment 

on the omission.

Senate Group to Decide 
Tomorrow on ‘Ever Nor- 
mal Granary’— Cotton 
Program Prepared. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—The 
House Agriculture Committee de- 
cided today to write marketing 
quotas for corn into the adminis- 
tration’s farm bill. 

The committee also rejected sug- 
gestions that a processing tax be 
imposed on corn to raise funds for 
an expanded benefit payment pro- 
gram. 

Chairman Jones (Dem.), Texas, 
said the committee turned down a 
subcommittee's recommendation 
that a processing tax be levied on 
wheat. No decision was reached 
on the question of marketing 
quotas for wheat. The committee 
was reported to have voted 15 to 
8 on the wheat provisions and 13 
to 9 on corn. 

Jones said the members did not 
discuss suggestions for a voluntary 
control program for cotton, nor 
compulsory regulation for tobacco. 

The votes were taken in what 
one member described as a “very 
turbulent session.” 

Just one week ago the committee 
decided informally against both 
marketing quotas and processing 
taxes for wheat, cotton and rice. 

Meanwhile, in the Senate, Chair- 
man Smith announced the Agricul- 
ture Committee would vote tomor- 
row on an “ever normal granary” 
bill, expected to be ready for gen- 
eral Senate consideration Monday. 

Members of the Senate commit- 
tee expressed acceptance in gener- 
al of the Pope-McGill measure, 
which is patterned along lines ad- 
vocated by Secretary Wallace and 
administration farm leaders. 

Senator Borah (Rep.), Idaho, crit- 
icised Administration farm meas- 
ures from the floor of the Senate 
and indicated ge would oppose pro- 
visions of the “ever normal gran- 
ary” proposals. 

We're not getting anywhere 
with this reduction of production,” 
he said. In the meantime we're 
letting our people go hungry.” 

Instead of storing farm products 
under a Government plan against 
drouth years, Borah said he favored 
taking Government funds and buy- 
ing surplus production for distribu- 
tion to the needy. 

The Pope-McGill bill has been re- 
vised to hold its cost within $500,- 
000,000 already authorized under the 
“soil conservation” program for 
1938, and to operate a compulsory 
cotton control program. 

Senator Bankhead (Dem.), Ala- 
bama, said Southern Senators were 
ready to offer the cotton acreage 
control program as a section of the 
Pope-McGill measure. 

“We have just one or two little 
details to settle,” he said. 

Chairman Smith said the commit- 
tee would consider tomorrow the 
general outline of the ever normal 
granary program, amendments of- 
fered by committee members, and 
changes suggested by the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture. 


Ambassador Bingham Coming Home 

LONDON, Nov. 19.—United States 
Ambassador Robert W. Bingham 
sailed for home on sick leave to- 
day, aboard the Manhattan. The 
American Embassy announced the 
Ambassador had suffered a recur- 
rence of malaria and would remain 
in the United States for “some 
time.”

HITLER CORDIAL 
10 HALIFAX ON 
FIVE-HOUR VISIT 


Conversations at Fuehrer’s 
Mountain Estate Said to 
Have Been General—No 


Decisions. 


HALF OF TIME SPENT 
IN SEEING SIGHTS 


Schedule Called for Briton 
to Spend Seven Hours 
at Berchtesgaden, They 
Finish Sooner. 


By the Associated Press. 
BERCHTESGADEN, Germany, 
Nov. 19.—Viscount Halifax, Bri- 
tain’s “unofficial” representative, 
left Berchtesgaden this afternoon 
after five hours spent with Fuehrer 
Hitler in what was described as a 


cordial discussion. 

Details of their survey of British- 
German relations were not di- 
vulged, but it was understood they 
did not go beyond generalities and 
reached no important decisions. 

Hitler spent half the time show- 
ing his guest the beauties of the 
wintry Bavarian landscape and the 
art treasures of his mountain home, 
where they lunched. 

German Foreign Minister Baron 
Konstantin von Neurath and an 
interpreter were present. “The 
exchange of views,” said a Govern- 
ment spokesman, “was exclusively 
of an unofficial nature.” 

The original schedule called for 
Lord Halifax, Britain’s Lord Presi- 
dent of the Council, to spend seven 
hours here, but five hours seemed 
sufficient for what the two states- 
men had to say. Lord Halifax 
went from here to Munich, from 
there he will return to Berlin. 

Before the meeting it was under- 
stood the Reichsfuehrer was deter- 
mined to keep the leader of the 
British House of Lords in a posi- 
tion where, in order to take any- 
thing concrete home with him, he 
had to make concrete offers. 

Hitler's Position Clear. 

From the German viewpoint, 
Hitler, by his various pronounce- 
ments in recent months, had made 
his position clear on questions like 
colonies, multilateral pacts, arma- 
ments and return to the League of 
Nations, 

Officially inspired organs had 
publicized Nazi demands of auton- 
omy for Germans in Czechoslovakia 
and had given expression to other 
points of Nazi European policy. 

Hence, in the German view, it 
was up to Halifax in today’s chats 
to state Britain’s proposals on these 
questions. Even British sources 
doubted that Halifax came with 
such far-reaching powers—nor did 
Hitler expect he carried them. 


Hitler Meets Halifax at Door. 

Hitler’s automobile was waiting 
at the railroad station when the 
Viscount's train pulled in from Ber- 
lin. Halifax was accompanied by 
Von Neurath. Quickly they 
were taken to Hitler’s mountain 
estate, where the Chancellor per- 
sonally welcomed Halifax at the 
door. 

Unofficial quarters believed Hitler 
may have informed his guests fully 
of German efforts to mediate the 
Chinese-Japanese conflict as one of 
the several possible points of the 
day’s discussion,

CECTL, NOBEL WINNER, 
ON HOW 10 bf PEACE 


Declares We Should Work to 
Control Force by Inter- 
national Agreement.”

NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—Viscount 
Cecil of Chelwood said last night 
shortly after he was awarded the 
1937 Nobel peace prize, “I don’t 
think there’s any great danger of 
an immediate world war.” 

“The most effective step that 
could be taken today for the fur- 
therance of world peace,” he added, 
“is furtherance of the League of 
Nations.” 

Honors came doubly to the peer 
who has been a principal ‘leader 
for the League of Nations since 
the death of Woodrow Wilson. 

He received an honorary LL. D. 
from Columbia University, and 10 
minutes earlier, while clad in cap 
and gown, received news of the 
peace prize award. 

Afterward, Lord Cecil relaxed be- 
fore a wood fire in the library of 
Thomas W. Lamont, financier. 

“I think young people should join 
League of Nations societies,” he 
said, “instead of signing pledges 
not to bear arms, 

“It is all very well to say you 
hate force, but force exists. It is 
a fact, and you can’t ignore it. 

“We should work to control force 
by international agreement.” 

Asked what he would do with 
the cash prize which accompanies 

the award, he laughed, “I’ve made 
no plans, but I’ve never had much 
difficulty spending money.“ 

Dr. Nicholas Murray Butler, pres- 
ident of Columbia University, who 
conferred the honorary degree on 
Lord Cecil, won the Nobel peace 
prize six years ago. 

The former British Cabinet mem- 
ber was selected for the Nobel 
prize because of his work in the 
League and his efforts to promote 
international good will. The prize 
is worth 158,000 Swedish kronor 
(about $40,600).

High Price for a Parking Lot. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
ILL you please give space to the ex- 
posure of the misrepresentative prop- 


 gganda of city officials respecting the 


cost to the city of the proposed Jefferson 
river-front memorial? The City Hall 
claims that the delay of the Federal 
Government in acquiring lands for the 
memorial after May 15, 1936, has cost 
the city $84,375 to date. Such a claim 
is a complete misstatement of fact. 

It is true that the city has been re- 
quired to pay $84,375 in interest on 32. 
250,000 of Jefferson Memorial bonds since 
May 15, 1936, but the Government’s de- 
lay in acquiring lands for the so-called 
memorial, no matter what the cause of 
the delay might be, has had nothing 
whatsoever to do with the necessity for 
such interest payments. In May, 1936, 
the city issued and sold $2,250,000 in 
bonds and gave outright the proceeds 
thereof, $2,250,000 in cash, to the Federal 
Government. If the Government had ac- 
quired the lands the next day (May 16, 
1936), then the city would, nevertheless, 
have since paid $84,375 in interest. If the 
project is carried out, the city must not 
only lose the interest on the bonds for 
20 years but also the sinking fund neces- 
sary to retire the bonds at maturity. 

In other words, by. giving $2,250,000 to 


| the Federal Government, the city forever

lost that $2,250,000, and the city is going 
to lose the interest on such sum for 20 
years, the life of the bonds. It should 
be added, however, that it is not the city 
that loses, but the taxpayers of the city. 
Furthermore, it should be made clear 
that the delay has so far saved the city 
money; also, that the longer the Fed- 
eral Government can be delayed, the 
more the city will save. If and when 
the United States acquires 37 blocks in 
the river-front area, such 37 blocks will

THE SCHOOLS: A WARNING SIGNAL. 

At the opening session of the Missouri Teachers’ 
Association, a good deal of jubilation was expressed 
over the fact that school revenues derived from the 
State Treasury have soared from $3,600,000 in 1934 
to $14,000,000 in 1938, permitting increases in teach- 
ers’ salaries and numerous other expenditures not 
before possible. In the same period, the schools’ in- 
come from local revenues has declined somewhat, 
but the net gain is large. 

The gratification State educators fee] over the op- 
portunities for increasing educational standards af- 
forded by the windfall from the State Treasury is a 
natural one, but it should be tempered by sober 
consideration of other factors. 
schools’ revenues have increased so greatly is, in a 
manner of speaking, accidental, and in the very near 
future they may have to undergo a curtailment from 
the present peak. 

In large part, the increase comes from the new 
liquor and sales taxes and because of the statutory 
requirement that one-third of all money entering 
general revenue be automatically allotted to the 
schools. The new liquor taxes are here to stay. But 
the sales tax, by far the biggest single source of 
State revenue today, is in a questionable status. It 
was enacted originally to meet the emergency of the 
depression and it was increased from 1 per cent to 
2 per cent to defray the burden of relief and of the 
social security program. 

There is a growing belief throughout the State 
that to give the schools one-third of the sales tax 
proceeds, without a showing of need and at the ex- 
pense of such a fundamental purpose as relief, is 
unfair. The sales tax was designed to alleviate hu- 
man distress; one-third goes to the schools only be- 
cause of the rigid statutory requirement. 

It would be possible for the next Legislature to 
reduce the schools’ share to the constitutional re- 
quirement of one-fourth, which would reduce their 
revenue by several millions of dollars, It is also 
quite within the range of probability that the next 
Legislature will be confronted with a powerful de- 
mand for a reduction of the sales tax to 1 per cent. 
The recent convention of the State Republican party 
came out for such a reduction. 

In any event, it would be the part of wisdom for 
the schools to husband well their new-found wealth 
against a possible rainy day; it would be the part of 
wisdom for them not to engage in new and ambi- 
tious programs which it would be painful to aban- 
don. The people of Missouri, like the people of the 
country as a whole, are famous for their generosity 
toward education, but the financial picture of Mis- 
souri at the present time and the onerous burden 
the sales tax places upon the poor should provide 
a warning signal. 
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CITIZENSHIP FOR PENSIONS. 

Should the foreigner who has resided in the Unit- 
ed States for years without becoming naturalized be 
admitted now in order to qualify for state and Fed- 
eral old-age pensions? 

The question is suggested by the current rush for 
citizenship which is taking place in virtually every 
part of the country. In one hearing this week, 33 
foreigners were admitted in the Montgomery Circuit 
Court at Hillsboro, Ill. “Desire to qualify for old- 
age pensions is believed to have caused the record 
number of applications,” reads the dispatch. 

At least one Judge has taken a stand against this 
“dollar citizenship.” He is Federal Judge J. Foster 
Symes of Denver, who refused the applications of 
four persons who frankly admitted that they were 
seeking to qualify for the $45-a-month pension which 
the Colorado law provides. Said Judge Symes: 

I see no reason why persons not born in this 
country who have made no previous effort to 
obtain citizenship should be permitted to take 
advantage of a pension that is a great burden 
upon the public. 

Few persons will say that they know where con- 
stitutionality lies in this matter, but many will sym- 
pathize with the Denver Judge’s denunciation of a 
desire for citizenship which is at bottom purely mer- 
cenary.

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AN ACTOR’S TRIUMPH. 

After 50 years of clowning, Al Shean has appeared 
in his first straight part—the title role in “Father 
Malachy’s Miracle.”

In the whimsical fortune of the theater, after half 
a century Al Shean apparently has come into his 
own as a member of Aristotle's society. 
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THE STRANGE CASE OF OCTAVE MONTJOHN. 

After 22 years, France’s “living unknown soldier” 
has been definitely identified as Octave Montjohn, 
and a mystery that originated in 1915 at Lyons is 
ended. In that year, a young Frenchman who had 
been captured by the Germans in the early days 
of the war returned to his native country in an 
exchange of prisoners. He was unable to tell who 
he was or where he came from, though he was 


entirely rational and his memory of events after his 


return to France was clear. 

Numerous efforts were made to establish his iden- 
tity. Photographs broadcast throughout France were 
eagerly studied by grief-stricken families whose sons 
had gone.to the front and never returned. rend 


where the unknown lived, in the pathetic hope of 
finding him to be theirs. He was claimed alto- 
gether by some 300 families. 

That these families, in their desperate sorrow, 
should have been led to imagine that this was 
the boy who left home and was reported killed or 
missing; to see resemblance where it did not exist; 
to be willing to take home the unknown boy and 
spend the remainder of life nourishing the delusion 
that he belonged to them—what a commentary is 
this on war’s effects on the human heart! 

Here is a story fit for a great pen. 
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MEDICINE ON THE MARCH. 

The stand which 429 outstanding physicians have 
taken in opposition to policies of the American Med- 
ical Association is made all the more interesting in 
this city by the fact that 19 of the signers are St. 
Louisans. The Washington University Medical School 
is represented by 14 signers and that of St. Louis 
University by two. 

The heart of the difference between the protesting 
signatories and their national association concerns 
the role which governmental agencies should play 
in protecting public health. The statement of the 
429 proposes that the local, state or Federal Govern- 
ment, or all three, shall meet the costs of medical 
and hospital care for the indigent, that public funds 
shall be made available for medical education and 
research, that public health services shall be con- 
tinuously extended and that these services shal] be 
co-ordinated, preferably under a separate govern- 
mental department, in the interest of adequate super- 
vision and administration. 

Although the proposals obviously do not embrace 
a socialization of medicine, it was because they 
seemed a move in that direction that they were 
beaten back at the meeting of the House of Dele- 
gates of the American Medical Association last June 
in Atlantic City. The New York State Medical As- 
sociation had drawn up a similar set of proposals, 
formally approved them and entered them before 
the national body. A vigorous debate was provoked 
and after that came rejection by the majority. Be- 
cause they did not believe that the majority view 
should go’ unchallenged before the public, minority 
leaders prepared the present statement in the hope 
of uniting distinguished physicians in their cause. 

Their campaign of protest has enjoyed singular 
success. The signers include many of the medical 
leaders of the country, among the St. Louisans, for 
example, being the president of the American Board 
of Pediatrics and the retiring president of the Amer- 
ican Gynecological Society. What is even more im- 
portant, the trend of the times is in their favor. 
The question is not whether governmental] agencies 
shall interest themselves in public health; they have 
borne a share of the responsibility for many years. 
What needs to be determined is how much govern- 
ment shall do. 

The 429 signers obviously do not propose the aban- 
donment of private medical research, as is being said 
of them. One of their specific proposals is that “in 
the allocation of public funds, existing private insti- 
tutions should be utilized to the largest possible ex- 
tent.” What they do want to do is to bring every 
possible agency into the war against the great public 
health enemies yet unconquered, such as cancer and 
syphilis. 

The spirit of the times is at work in the medical 
profession, as this challenging bill of particulars 
makes plain. 
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THAT MISSING NAME. 

It is, we suppose, pardonable vanity for public 
officials to permit their names to be carved in a 
public building. That vanity has been fully exer- 
cised in the new Soldiers’ Memorial, in whose walls 
Mayor Dickmann’s name is carved three times, Bax- 
ter Brown’s twice, along with names of architects, 
engineers, members of the Memorial Plaza Commit- 
tee, Plaza Commission, Board of Estimate and Ap- 
portionment and of the President of the United 
States, who dedicated the building. 

However, in the interest of relative values, it oc- 
curs to us that a place might be reserved to record 
the name of the chap who paid for the building, 
without whose part the building would never have 
been designed, built or dedicated. We are referring 
to John Citizen, Taxpayer. 
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JAPAN FIGHTS WITH OPIUM. 

Japan's merciless bombing and shelling of the 
civilian population in her current conquest of China 
is matched by the ruthless means she has used to 
exploit and pacify the people in the territory she has 
occupied. 

Dr. Arthur La Roe, president of the American 
Narcotic Defense Association, says Japan has flood- 
ed North China with narcotics refined in Manchou- 
kuo, “to the degradation of the Chinese people and the 
success of Japanese arms.” The Japanese Govern- 
ment rigidly forbids the use of opium in Japan, but 
has openly fostered a huge expansion in the manu- 
facture and distribution of the drug in the con- 
quered territory, Dr. La Roe asserts. He is support- 
ed by numerous other authorities on Japanese-Chi- 
nese relations. 

Before Japan opened her latest invasion, the Chi- 
nese Government was taking drastic steps to curb the 
narcotic evil. Heavy penalties were imposed on those 


| injustice of the sentence. But Athens knew Socrates | found guilty of dealing in narcotics, and numerous 


progress has been wiped out. 

The Tokio militarists would save the Chinese from 
the alleged threat of radicalism by destroying them, 
morally and physically, with narcotic drugs. Such 
are the gifts Japan bears as she comes protesting her 
desire to be a “friend” to the Chinese.

A BANNER NATIONAL PARK YEAR. 

This is going to be the record year in the history 
of the national parks from the standpoint of attend- 
ance. Full statistics.are not yet available for the 
26 parks which Uncle Sam maintains for the enjoy- 
ment and education of his people, but on the basis 
of those which have been compiled by the Depart- 
ment of the Interior, the total number of visitors 
should be about 25 per cent above the attendance 
record of 9,929,432 set last year. 

Impressive as the mere numbers are, they are not 
nearly so impressive as a demonstration of the in- 
tangible effects would be. When upward of 13,000.000 
Americans visit their national playgrounds in a sea- 
son, life in this country is receiving an exhilarating 
tonic which cannot be without substantial benefits.

special session, has an opportunity to re- 

deem its bad record on the vital issue of 
Government personnel and strike a blow for 
civil service as historic and constructive as 
the passage of the first real civil service 
reform law in 1883. 

Failure to seize this opportunity will make 
inevitable the recording of this Congress in 
history as that body which reduced the role 
of civil service in the Federal Government 
to its lowest level in 25 years. 

Failure to seize this opportunity will mean 
that Congress has chosen to maintain the 
one billion dollar yearly cost of spoils and 
patronage and to shoulder it upon a nation 
already staggering under an aggregate city, 
state and Federal debt of fifty-six billions. 

Failure to seize this opportunity will pro- 
long the present corrosive influence of 
spoils, an influence that civil service au- 
thorities agree is totally unsuited to the ef- 
ficient administration of modern govern- 
ment, which today extends its control over 
the farm, wage-earner and business, regula- 
tion of which calls for the best talent the 
Government can mobilize. 

Failure to seize this opportunity will aban- 
don the area where civil service does pre- 
vail to the encroachments of a constantly 
expanding morass of spoils— represented by 
a growth of political appointees from 110, 
000 to 325,000 since 1933. 

Despite solemn promises from both the 
Republican and Democratic parties, despite 
the termination of the emergency which was 
originally seized upon to justify the cir- 
cumventing of the civil service, the net ad- 
vance of the merit system has been halted 
for the first time in 50 years and the per- 
centage of civil service employes has dwin- 
died to the point where it was in 1910.

A careful appriasal of public opinion, rep- 
resented by many national organizations 
and individuals, discloses a tendency to view 
the present state of the Government service 
as a national crisis. 

The present mobilization of public opinion 
behind the reform and extension of the mer- 
it system appears to spring from two basic 
considerations. 

First, from the swift and relentless break- 
down of the merit system in the last five 
years. 

Second, from the grave threat of such a 
breakdown to the nation itself, due to the 
vast extension of governmental! 
to a point where, virtually all authorities 
agree, only the most competent civil serv- 
At ase uy personnel can function success- 
ully. 

The administration's record on civil serv- 
ice discloses the debasement of this service 
to a point where four out of every 10 
Government employes owe their positions 
to spoils and patronage--in 1983, only two 
out of 10 were so indebted. The percent- 
age of civil service coverage has lapsed 
from 80 per cent to 63 per cent. The Seven- 
ty-fifth Congress made wholesale exemp- 
tions, not only for temporary agencies but 
for permanent ones, such as the Federal 
Housing Administration. 

Admittedly there has been some adoption 
of improved methods where the merit sys- 


functions > 


tem exists; such agencies as the Reclama- 
tion Bureau and the T V A have done their 
best to develop a career service. 

Some extenuation may lie in the fact that 
there was need for speed in setting up the 
emergency agencies, but, unfortunately, 
spoils and patronage were used for the cyni- 
cal purpose of building strong political ma- 
chines in local, state and national Gov- 
ernments. 

This routing of the merit system consti- 
tutes a national crisis largely because the 
modern undertakings of government have 
necessitated a type of service that demands 
superlative efficiency instead of one diluted 
by the inefficiency of spoils.

The Government has expended within the 
last five years the fabulous sum of 42 bil- 
lion dollars. It has collected 23 billion dol- 
lars. It has incurred a deficit of more 
than 16 billion dollars. 

The Government will shortly add a bloc 
of possibly 225,000 employes of the Social 
Security Administration to its complement 
of 800,000 workers—another army of em- 
ployes almost equal to those in the Post- 
office Department. 

From first to last, this greatest of all 
business concerns, the American Govern- 
ment, its good work notwithstanding, has 
been disorganized and is being discredited 
by the scramble of office-seekers and the 
exploits of the spoilsman. 

There are the costs in waste and incom- 
petent administration estimated to run into 
at least one billion dollars a year when city, 
state and Federal costs are considered. 

There is the present flight from the serv- 
ice of the Government of competent men 
who see neither a secure career nor ad- 
equate compensation in publie office. The 
politically appointed hang on. 

There are the constant delays and break- 
downs in administration. The newly ap- 
pointed Bituminous Coal Commission is 
said to have argued over patronage right 
up to the start of the heating season, while 
its regulations of the coal industry were 
held up.

Unless a valid career system is adopted 
and extended even to the under-secretaries, 
civil service reformers foresee grave threats 
to the administration of the vast Govern- 
ment program, to Government credit and 
to the honor and prestige of the Govern- 
ment. 0 

Analysis of the manifold strategies that 
threaten the merit system discloses that the 
public must be vigilant and insist that the 
laws passed shal] be free of jokers and ex- 
emptions. The public must also guard 
against political maneuvers that hinder the 
effective operation of a civil service law 
after it is passed. . 

Civil service authorities agree that Amer- 
ica will not achieve a first-class Govern- 
ment service until politicians are entirely 
fenced off from the business of administra- 
tion and returned to their rightful tasks 
of representing the people on policies. The 
final. need is admittedly for a tradition of 
scrupulous honesty and efficiency in office 
— tradition so established that no inter- 
— with a publie servant will be toler- 
ated. 
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8 and sincerely placed side by 
side. 

In the first half of the message 
Mr. Roosevelt is inspired by the 
theory that the success of his re- 
forms “depends on a wider distri- 
bution of an immensely enlarged 
national income.” In so far as he 
lets this theory possess him, he is 
bound to be conciliatory to capital 
and interested in encouraging the 
normal functions of the capitalist 
system. But in the second half of 
the message, in discussing farm and 
labor legislation, the idea that he 
must have an immensely enlarged 
national income is superseded by 
the idea that the Government must 
“maintain purchasing power” by 
preventing “overproduction” and by 
fixing wages. 

When this second idéa is domi- 
nant in his mind, Mr. Roosevelt 
feels it to be rational to lead a cru- 
sade against the economic royal- 
ists. Thus in his second. inaugural, 
as he dedjcated himself to the one- 
third who are ill-housed, ill-clad, ill- 
nourished, he entirely forgot to say 
that they could be well-housed, well- 
clad and well-nourished only if the 
national income were immensely 
enlarged, Having forgotten to say 
it, the only inference was that the 
poor could be enriched by wazing 
a class struggle, and that precisely 
is what his left-wing supporters 
thought he meant. 

But when the first idea is domi- 
nant, and Mr. Roosevelt remembers 
that the wealth has yet to be pro- 
duced which would radically im- 
prove the American standard of 
life, he writes a message like that 
of Monday, suppresses the idea of 
class struggle and listens to those 
among his advisers who really 
would like to see private enterprise 
flourish. 

* * . 

The impression of instability 
which he gives even to his friend- 
liest supporters arises almost cer- 
tainly from the fact that he has 
never thought out clearly in his 
own mind whether he believes in “a 
wider distribution of an immensely 
enlarged national income” or in 
Government intervention “to main- 
tain wage income and the purchas- 
ing power of the nation.” Probably 
he would argue that the two no- 
tions are quite consistent. But in 
fact they are not consistent. For 
the one requires the increased pro- 
duction of wealth, whereas the oth- 
er calls for the limiting of produc- 
tion and provokes a struggle over 
the distribution of the resulting 
scarcity. 

The purchasing power theory is 
in practice nothing but an effort 
to give Government support to cer- 
tain favored groups in order that 
they may be able to exact higher 
prices from the rest of the people. 
If agricultural prices are forced up- 
ward, the higher prices must be 
paid for by the consumer. If wages 
are forced upward by law, they are 
paid by those workers who cannot 
be employed at those wages or by 
the whole population in the form of 
relief. 

Now, of course, Mr. Roosevelt is 
not the inventor of this theory, nor 
is he the first to practice it. It is 
the underlying theory of the Repub- 
lican tariff and of the whole price- 
fixing movement by big business 
combinations. All that Mr. Roose- 
velt has done is to apply a bad 
theory for the supposed benefit of 
those classes who have hitherto 
been its chief victims, and perhaps 
the worst that can be said of the 
New Deal is that it has taught 
everyone to think like an Old 
Guard Republican. It has persuad- 
ed agriculture, labor and the hu- 
manitarian reformers to adopt the 
fallacies of the protectionists and 
the monopolists. 

Until Mr. Roosevelt manages to 
clarify his own thinking on these 
basic principles, he probably will 
continue to talk like a liberal one 
day and like a collectivist the next 
day, depending on which of his 
fundamentally incompatible ideas is 
at the time in the ascendant.

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STUDENTS’ PROBLEMS 
AND TASK OF GUIDANCE 


Teachers Hear Talk by Dr. C. 
H. Threlkeld on Reducing 
Cost of Human Failure. 


Attempts to broaden American 
education to provide a variety of 
opportunities for all have produced 
many cases of serious maladjust- 
ment, Dr. Curtis H. Threlkeld, prin- 
cipal of Columbia High School in 


South Orange, N. J., said in a talk 
today before the department of 
guidance and counseling of the Mis- 
souri State Teachers’ Association at 
Hotel Statler. 

“Unintelligent choice of studies, 
misfitting of pupils, misapplication 
or lack of effort, inarticulation of 
subjects, academic and personality 
failures, truancy and even delin- 
quency are evils which follow in 
the train of education when many 
pupils and subjects are promiscu- 
ously thrown together,” he declared. 

Dr. Threlkeld expressed the opin- 
ion that wise guidance, aimed at 
creating in the student the will and 
ability to solve his own problems, 
would prevent many instances of 
maladjustment and reduce the “cost 
of human failure.” 

On Individualizing Education. 

“The most immediate task of 
guidance is to aid the pupil to 
make wise choices and decisions,” 
he continued. “The error of the 
school is never in offering guid- 
ance, if it be timely, but rather in 
using a false approach. It must 
not think of guidance in any cor- 
rective or remedial sense nor as a 
means of making a pupil's program 
conform to any preconceived notion 
ef his destiny. 

“The correct approach is for the 
school to study the pupil and assist 
him step by step to enlarge and 
enrich his life inside the school and 
out. Testing, grading, discipline, 
organization and administration 
must all submit alike to the pro- 
cess of individualizing education.” 

Gains in the enrollment in sec- 
ondary schools, resulting from ap- 
plication of the democratic ideal 
in education, have been accom- 
panied by increased variations in 
kind and degree of purposes, inter- 
ests and capacities of the students, 
the speaker said. 

“It is to help the individual re- 
spond happily and well to his total 
environment that the secondary 
school has the function of guid- 
ance,” he said. “Guidance aims to 
serve the educative process by in- 
dividualizing it so effectively that 
it works for each pupil.“ 


DR. FRANK WILCOX PINNEO, 
EX-ST, LOUISAN, DIES IN EAST

lawyer, whose false confession as

Wendel, kidnaped Feb. 4, 1936, in 
Manhattan, was held prisoner for 
a time in a Brooklyn basement, 
then spirited to New Jersey, mean- 
while having signed a confession 
to the Lindbergh crime which he 
later repudiated.

JUDGE'S RULING ON MARRIAGE 
OF SHANAHAN DEFERRED 


Two Cousins Seek to Break Death- 
bed Will of Former Illinois 
Legislator.

CHICAGO, Nov. 19.—A ruling on 
the validity of the deathbed mar- 
riage of David 8. Shanahan, 
former Legisletor, to his secretary, 
Helen Troesch, was deferred today 
by Judge Michael Feinberg until 
Nov. 26. 

The Court said more time would 
be necessary to study possible ef- 
fects of a ruling on the marriage, 
contested by Shanahan's two cou- 
sins, the Misses Mary and Marga- 
ret Flynn.

COURT RULES ENCYCLOPEDIA 
DID NOT SLANDER DR. COOK 


Holds Statement That Claimant to 
Pole’s Discovery Is Doubted 
Does Not Discredit Him. 

By the Associa Press. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 19. — Dr. 
Frederick A. Cook's $25,000 libel 
suit against the Encyclopedia Bri- 
tannica for saying that his claim 
to discovery of the North Pole had 
been “universally rejected” was dis- 
missed today. 

The Appellate Division of the 
State Supreme Court held in effect 
that it was not libelous to say that 
Dr. Cook’s own story of discovering 
the pole in 1908 was universally dis- 
believed. 

But it also was no reflection upon 
Dr. Cook, the Court held, ruling: 

“To say that any superseded 
scientific hypothesis or claim is 
universally disbelieved carries with 
it no implication of wrong-doing to 
the author, sponsor or discoverer 
thereof.” 

Dr. Cook’s suit still stands against 
Jeanette Mirsky and the Viking 
Press and against Donald B. Mac- 
Millan, Arctic explorer, and the 
Houghton Mifflin Co. Dr. Cook asks 
$50,000 damages because of Miss 
Mirsky’s book “To the North” and 
$50,000 damages because of Mac- 
Millan’s book “How Perry Reached 
the North Pole.” 


AUTHORITY OF I. C. C. SOUGHT 
TO LIQUIDATE RAILROAD 


Tennessee, Alabama & Georgia 
Extends 95 Miles, Chattanooga, 
Tenn., to Gadsden, Ala. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—The 
Tennessee, Alabama & Georgia 
Railway Co., a corporation organ- 
ized to take over the assets of the 
Tennessee, Alabama & Georgia 
Railway, applied to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission today for 
authority to carry out its plan of 
liquidation. 

Under the plan the company 
would assume the assets and debts 
of the railway and in turn cancel 
all of its stock, 

Stock of the railway, now pledged 
as collateral for the company’s 
first lien 20-year sinking fund 
bonds, has a capitalizable asset val- 
ue of $1,720,511. 

The railway extends 94.62 miles 
from Chattanooga, Tenn., to Gads- 
den, Ala.

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RECEIVER FOR CHEROKEE BANK 
WINS SUIT OVER $9328 DRAFT 


Obtains Judgment for $11,940 
Against Union Electric Co. 
of Missouri. 
R. M. Anderson, as receiver for 


the Cherokee National Bank, ob- 
tained a judgment for $11,940 
against the Union Electric Co. of 
Missouri today in a decision hand- 
ed down by United States District 
Judge Geor.,e H. Moore. 


The judgment represented a 
claim for $9328, the amount of a 
draft issued to the company 
March 22, 1933, and interest since 
that date. The draft was executed 
by Henry P. Mueller, former presi- 
dent of the bank, then acting as 
conservator during the bank holi- 
day and now serving a 10-year- 
term in the Leavenworth Peniten- 
tiary for embezzling $208,000 and 
falsifying the bank’s books. 

The Union Electric Co. contend- 
ed it had a contract with the bank, 
appointing it agent for collection of 
accounts and providing that the 
funds should be ségregated. Judge 
Moore held that on the date the 
draft was issued Mueller was con- 
servator of the bank by proclama- 
tion of March 6, 1933, that assets 
of the bank were under control of 
the Comptroller of the Currency, 
and that issuance of the draft was 
an illegal preferential payment. 
The company, the Court held, was 
obliged to participate in a pro 
rata distribution of the bank’s as- 
sets.

MAN Weil KILLED WIFE, 
FRIEND HELD FOR TRIAL 


Scene of Double Shooting by 
Paul A. Wright Recon- 
structed at Hearing. 


By the Associated Press. 
GLENDALE, Cal., Nov, 19.—The 
scene at the Paul A. Wright home 
in which he killed his wife and 
John B. Kimmel, whom he had re- 


| garded as his best friend, when, he 
said, he found them embracing, was 


reconstructed by police yesterday at 
Wright's preliminary hearing on a 
murder charge. 

Before the hearing Jerry Geisler, 
defense attorney, said Wright would 
not take the stand, that Wright’s 
story would come out at his trial. 
Wright was ordered held for trial 
in Superior Court Dec. 6. 

In cross-examination, counsel for 
Wright elicited testimony that 
Wright, an airnort executive, told 


two persons he had caught his wife 


“cheating.” An autopsy surgeon 
testified three bullets which struck 


Attorney-General | Mrs. Wright entered her back and 
three which pierced her companion, 
also an airport officer, | 


entered his body from the front. 
Position of Wounded Pair. 

Mrs. Wright and Kimmel were 
found in front of the Wrights’ 
grand piano, police testified, with 
Mrs. Wright on the floor, with 
her head near the piano pedals. 
Harry Reed, policeman, testified 
Kimmel’s left foot was on the piano 
keyboard and his clothing was dis- 
arranged. 

Reed testified Wright was dis- 
traught after police arrived in re- 
sponse to his telephone summons 
and that his breath smelled strongly 
of alcohol, There Were glasses of 
liquor on the radio and part of a 
bottle of whisky in the kitchen, 
Reed said. He said Wright tele- 
phoned his father in Milwaukee and 
said: 

“Father, there has been a terrible 
tragedy at our house. I have killed 
Evelyn. It turned out just as you 
said it would. I caught her cheat- 
ing. You'll stand by me, won't you, 
Father?” 

Wright also told the Negro maid 
at his home virtually the same 
thing while officers were at the 
house, Reed said. Reed related 
that when he and Patrolman R. M. 
Trowbridge responded to Wright’s 
telephone call, they found him 
waiting a block from home. 

“He grabbed my arm and asked 
me why I was so long getting there 
and said, My God, I've shot my 
wife and my best friend,” testified 
Reed. 

Reed told in detail of the posi- 
tion of the bodies. At one time 
he said Wright, when Kimmel was 
still alive, exclaimed: 

“Get that moaning 
here. I can’t stand it.” 

Mrs. Wright died soon after the 
shooting and Kimmel eight hours 
later. 

At some of the testimony Wright 
covered his face with his hands and 
his body shook. 

Testimony About Bullet Holes. 

Reed was questioned about bullet 
holes found in the piano bench and 
keyboard and in a window near 
the piano, as well as empty shells 
found in the piano, the drinks and 
ash trays. 

In his story to Police Chief V. 
B. Browne soon after the shooting 
Wright said he and Kimmel had 
been on a round of drinking in 
Hollywood and Kimmel accompa- 
nied him home. He said he, Kimmel 
and Mrs. Wright had some more 
drinks and that he went into a

and Kimmel in the living room, 
where he found them on awaking 
later.

Third Gangster, Percy Geary, 
Caught in Parking Lot 
Shanty in Syracuse. 


By the Associated Press. 

SYRACUSE, N. T., Nov. 19. — 
Three members of the 1933 O' Con- 
nell kidnaping gang were back in 
jail today. 

Percy (Angel Face) Geary, leader 
of the three who escaped from the 
Onondaga County ‘penitentiary at 
Jamesville, early Tuesday morning, 
was seized yesterday afternoon in 
a Syracuse parking lot shanty. 

The other two, John Oley and 
Harold Crowley, were recaptured 
Wednesday in a Syracuse rooming 
house on information supplied by a 
janitor. They were taken to the 
Albany County jail. 

Casper Mirra, a parking lot at- 
tendant, gave the information 
which led to Geary’s capture. 
Geary, injured when he leaped 
from a second floor window to 
escape capture at the time his two 
companions were seized, hobbled a 
block and a half to a warehouse 


across the street from a parking 


lot. 

Mirra told police he called to 
Geary to “come on over and get 
warm. I’ve got a stove in here” 
and that Geary limped over and 
entered the shack. 

He stayed there 24 hours while 
Mirra obtained food and discussed 
the jail break. The attendant in- 
formed police after his suspicions 
were aroused when in a conversa- 
tion with the escaped prisoner, 
Geary said “if I caught those poor 
fellows I don't think I'd turn them 
in.” 

Mirra sent a parking lot customer 
after a policeman. Patrolman Tom 
Lewis walked up to the shanty 
with drawn pistol and seized 
Geary. Several bullets were taken 
from Geary’s pocket but he had no 
pistol. 

The Justice Department ordered 
two investigations of the escape, 
one through the Federal Prison 
Bureau and the other through Fed- 
eral agents’ questioning of the re- 
captured prisoners about the 
identity of a supposed go-between 
thought to have smuggled pistols 
to them. 

District Attorney William C. Mar- 
tin obtained a court order to im- 
panel a grand jury of 24 for an in- 
vestigation into the jail break. 

Federal agents were refused 
custody of Geary last night at 
police headquarters until after 
routine identification was com- 
pleted.

O0 GERMAN OFFICERS 
ON STAFF OF CHIANG 


Reich’s Anti-Communistic Pact 
With Japan Not Expected to 
Affect Them. 


Correspondence of the Associated 
Press, 


NANKING.—In spite of the fact 
that Germany and Japan are linked 
by an anti-Communist pact, the 
Chinese do not expect to lose the 
services of Gen. Baron Alexander 
von Falkenhausen and his corps of 
German military experts in their 
war against Japan unless Russia 
openly enters the conflict as China's 
ally. Gen. von Falkenhausen and 
his staff of about 50 are reserve 
officers in the German army, sub- 
ject at any time to recall for active 
duty at home. 
lieve Berlin will recall them only 
if hard pressed by European polit- 
ica) developments. 


Germany now ranks second to 
the United States in general exports 
to China and first in the export of 
arms and ammunition, a position 
made possible largely by the pres- 
ence of the German military ex- 


perts. 


In China Seven Years. 

For nearly seven years German 
officers have been employed by 
Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek as 
non-political, non-combatant, tech- 
nical experts to train his troops, 
organize and equip his armies on a 
modern basis, map campaigns, plan 
defenses and give military advice. 

The German are generally credit- 
ed with having mapped the defense 
system some 50 miles west of 
Shanghai, which now is in danger 
of collapse in the face of rapid Jap- 
anese flanking thrusts. Neutral 
military observers in China have 
heard the Germans had urged Gen. 
Chiang to withdraw his armies to 
this “Hindenburg line” before they 
were badly mauled in their efforts 
to defend Shanghai. 

Working quietly behind the lines, 
the German officers have helped 
China’s ruler win civil wars and 
suppress banditry. The fact that 
the present enemy is Japan has 
increased Chiang’s reliance on 
them. 

Mostly World War Veterans. 

The first German advisers came 
to China before the Nazis gained 
supremacy in Germany. For the 
most part, the early advisers—many 
of whom are still on duty—were 
World War veterans to whom the 
German Heimwehr was closed by 
the Versailles treaty. 

The molder of the Heimwehr, 
Gen. Hans von Seeckt, laid the 
groundwork upon which Von Falk- 
enhausen has built. Von Seeckt 
was not recognized by the Nazis 
until just before his death last year 
and, even now, active sympathy 
with the Nazi party is not neces 
sary for appointment to the Chinese 
advisory corps. 

Among Gen. Chiang’s German ex- 
perts are several who were out- 
standing for their opposition to 
Reichsfuehrer Hitler and at least 
one is a Jew. 

The conclusion of the German- 
Japanese pact, of which they had 
not been informed, gave Von Falk- 
enhausen and his staff some anx- 
ious days. Chiang, however, issued 
a public declaration of confidence 
in them, later reinforcing it by au- 
thorizing employment of additional 
German advisers. 


COURT FURTHER DELAYS 
DEPORTING FRENCH WOMAN 


Reserves Decision on Mme. de Fon- 
tanges’ Appeal From Order to 
Send Her Home.

NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—United 
States District Judge Samuel Man- 
delbaum reserved his decision today 
on a writ of habeas corpus, obtained 
in an effort to release from Ellis 
Island Mme. Magda de Fontanges 
French woman. 

The woman, who professed love 
for Premier Mussolini, is fighting 
a deportation order of the Depart- 
ment of Labor based on moral 
turpitude. She shot the Count de 
Chambrun, whom she accused of 
breaking up her affair with Musso- 
lini. The Count recovered. 

A Labor Department review board 
stipulated she was to be returned 
to France tomorrow.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Wil- 
liam Green, president of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor, asked 
representatives of the federation's 
four departments to meet him to- 
morrow afternoon to determine the 
body’s policy toward pending wage 
and hour legislation. 

At its convention in Denver, the 
federation declared that the best 
type of a wage and hour bill was 
one which would provide for one 
minimum wage and one standard 
for maximum hours It opposes a 
Federal board to fix differentials. 


Anti-Fascist Decree in Lebanon. 


BEIRUT, Lebanon, Nov. 19.—The 
Lebanese Government today de- 
creed dissolution of all unofficial] 
military and  semi-military or- 
ganizations “to safeguard the na- 
tional union.” The decree was 
aimed at the Fascist Lebanese 
Phalanx, an organization of 10,000 
persons, the smaller semi-Fascist

Says Examiner Was Arbitrary 
—Demands Hearing at 
Washington. 


Charges that a National Labor 
Relations Board trial examiner was 
“arbitrary and capricious” in find- 
ing that the Hamilton-Brown Shoe 
Co., had committed unfair labor 
practices at its Union (Mo.), plant, 
were made in a list of exceptions 
filed by the company yesterday. 

The intermediate report of Trial 
Examiner William Seagle, who pre- 
sided at a 17-day hearing at Union 
last July, was filed Oct. 22, giving 
a sweeping decision in favor of 
the United Shoe Workers of 
America, complainant. The report 
recommended that the company re- 
employ 178 men and women said to 
have been illegally discharged, 
recognize the Committee for Indus- 
trial Organization union and agree 
to cease alleged unfair practices. 

Richard C. Hart, who was as- 
sociated with his brother, Luke 
E. Hart, company president, in the 
defense, said he would demand the 
opportunity of making oral argu- 
ments before the Labor Board at 
Washington. The 32-page list of 
exceptions, which, in effect, states 
the company’s refusal to abide by 
any part of the examiner’s report, 
was forwarded to Washington last 
night. 

In addition to denying discharges 
because of union activity and 
charges of fostering a “company” 
union, the company declared that 
Seagle’s findings would deprive the 
respondent of its property without 
due process of law, and “abridge 
the right of this*respondent to free- 
dom of speech.” 

Specific denials were made that 
the company had encouraged the 
Union Chamber of Commerce and 
citizens to oppose formation of the 
C1 O union last May and that it 
had caused the Sheriff of Franklin 
County to spy on meetings of union 
members. 

The company denied also that the 
United Shoe Workers ever repre- 
sented a majority of employes at 
the plant and that demands, as re- 
quired by the Wagner Act, had

Texas Commissioner of Agriculture 

Gives Reason for Belief This 

Is Best Solution. 
By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—Texas’ 
Commissioner of Agriculture; J. E. 
McDonald, urged the Senate Agri- 
culture Committee Wednesday to 
adopt a domestic consumption plan 
of benefit payments in cotton con- 
trol legislation in the new farm bill. 

“I am convinced this is the best 
solution to the cotton problem,” he 
said, “but Secretary Wallace told 
me he opposed the idea because he 
believed the farmer did not have 
sufficient business experience to 
make it operate successfully. It is 
up to thase of us who back such a 
plan to try to convince committee- 
men that it will work. By such a 
plan the farmer will not only be as- 
sured of a fair income on a good 
portion of his crop, but we will pre- 
serve our world trade and stimulate 
our shipping industry.” 

McDonald said he believed the 
productivity of the land, rather 
than cotton yields over a given pe- 
riod of years, should be used as a 
base for the program. He gaid the 
historic base penalized the farmer 
who has rotated crops in the past 
for the preservation of his soil’s 
fertility.

jes in sight. Linseed meal sold 
at nearly steady prices. Hominy 
feed advanced under good demand 
and there were some price gains 
for distillers’ and brewers’ dried 
gtains. Wheat millfeeds continued 
irregular, but bran markets’ held 
firm under continued demand from 
milk producers. 

Increased supplies of livestock 
and meats met a narrowing de 
mand and prices continued down- 
ward.

U. S BONDS RISE AD

NEW YORK, Nov. 19.—U. 8. Federal 
loans stood out in a sagging bond mar- 
ket today.

PERMANENT FARM MEASURE 


Association Wants Parity Prices 
Guaranteed Together With Ade- 
quate Tariff Protection.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 19.—The 
National Association of State Sec- 
retaries and Commissioners of Ag- 
riculture called on Congress yester- 
day for a permanent farm sta- 
bilization bill. They said they de- 
sired enactment at the special ses- 
sion of a measure embodying the 
principles of surplus storage and 
price-stabilizing commodity loans.

Calls on Rail Managements to Take 
Initiative in Working Out 
Policy. 

CHICAGO, Nov. 19. — A call to 
railroad managements to take the 
initiative in working out a national 
transportation policy was issued 
last night by David B. Robinson, 
president of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Firemen and Engine- 
men. 

Robertson, in an address before 
the Railway Business Association, 
said American transportation 
“vitally requires” some such action 
because “we have been drifting like 
a ship without a rudder.” 

“Since the Transportation Act of 
1920,” he said, “other forms of 
transportation than by rail have be- 
come a serious Government-sub- 
sidized, unequally-regulated, com- 
petitive force to the railroads. 

“My suggestion is that a national 
conference be organized, consisting 
of all interests furnishing and 
using the various kinds of trans- 
portation, and that this conference 
apply itself to the task of working 
out a national transportation 


policy.”

Is Heart of 
Any School 


Modern Building Is Asset, 
But Proper Instruction Is 


More Important. 
By Angelo Patri 


66 WISH our children could go 
1 a good school. Ours is 
such an antiquated affair. No 
pool, no auditorium, none of the 
up-to-date things that mean  s0 
much to children.” 
Has it a Teacher? If it has a 
Teacher the rest does not matter. 
It is delightful to have all the mod- 
ern equipment. It helps lighten the 
teachers’ work. It gives the com- 
munity a talking point. A high 
school that cost a quarter million 
is something to boast about. But 
has it a Teacher? 
You can have the most up-to- 
date building in the world and get 


little more out of it than the next 
community to yours which has the 
little frame coop that was built 
in 1870. The quality of the school 
is not in its construction, not in 
its lighting and heating and air 
conditioning plants. Nor in its play- 
ing fields. The heart of the school, 
the life and the power of the school, 
lie in the Teacher. 


I have seen the grandest school 
buildings in America that men ever 
built and I have left them sick at 
heart. The head of the school was 
not a Teacher. He was perhaps 
a well-meaning person with a col- 
lege degree, or maybe a friend of 
the biggest taxpayer, or a relative 
of the most influential] politician. 
Anything but a Teacher. The work 
of the school was the routined 
ordered procession of classes, ex- 
aminations and graduations. In be- 
tween there were battles with par- 
ents and battles with pupils and 
battles with taxpayers. Gradua- 
tions were prison escapes. And this 
in the quarter-million buildings. 


I have seen schools that cost very 
little. One of them was a series 
of sheds in the low hills of En- 
gland. There was very little money 
anywhere to be had. The equip- 
ment was meager to bareness. But 
the children were doing fine, thank 
you, sir, They were living in that 
school; they were heading toward 
big things to come. You could 
see it in the way they moved, in 
the centered attitude of their minds 
and bodies, in their eagerness to 
help each other, their desire to win 
the Teacher’s word of praise. For 
a fleeting moment I wished that 
this Teacher might have a real 
school building such as we had in 
America. Then I laughed at my- 
self and remembered that the 
school needed the Teacher, not the 
Teacher the school. 


The great Teachers of the world 
did not bother much about the 
school building in which they 
taught. Socrates sat on a stone 


at the street corner. Mark Hop- 
kins said a log would do for him, 
it he had a pupil on the other end. 
John Dewey sat on any old chair. 
any old place, and his students 
,gathered about him, standing, sit- 
ting, leaning over just so they 
could see and hear. 


| the finest equipment the com- 
munity can give me. The best is 
none too good for the children who 
use it. But, and this is primary, 
I want a Teacher to head 
school; I want a Teacher in every 
Classroom. It is the quality of the 
Teacher that decides the fate of 
the school. Put the money into the 
teaching staff first, and build the 
school about them, Then you will 
get somewhere! :

I suppose, as a mat- 
ter of fact, it happened in nearly 
every one of our clinics the other 
day, and today, too. The patient 
was thoroughly convinced that she 
had indigestion, and having made 
her own diagnosis, sought out the 
stomach specialist on her own re- 
sponsibility. He saw immediately 
what any capable diagnostician 
would see, that her attacks were 
really due to attacks of heart 
spasms, or angina pectoris, and not 
to her stomach at all. 

It can be pretty well put down 
as an axiom that a patient over 
the age of 50 who complains of 
attacks, rather than continuous in- 
digestion, which have come on 
within a year, is probably a heart 
case rather than a stomach case. 
In the newspapers, when those 
unhappy accidents occur of a prom- 
inent citizen dying suddenly at a 
banquet, it is usually called “acute 
indigestion,” and the fact that he 
had eaten well and that he had 
pain in the pit of his stomach, sug- 
gested the diagnosis, when, as a 
matter of fact, it is angina pec- 
teris. 

The pain of angina due to spasm 
of the coronary arteries of the 
heart, seldom appear in the loca- 
tion of the heart. It is usually a 
referred pain, localized underneath 
the, breast bone or in the arms or 
finger tips and, as in this case, in 
the pit of the stomach. 

This patient, to which the stom- 
ach specialist referred, was found 
to have a slightly enlarged heart, 
some increase in blood pressure, to 
be somewhat overweight and, as 
could be seen in the arteries of the 
retina of her eye, to have a ten- 
dency to spasm and thickening of 
these vessels. It is a lucky thing 
for her that she decided to consult 
a stomach specialist rather than to 
decide to treat her own case, as 
well as diagnose it, because under 
proper management so much can be 
done for her to make her comfort- 
able, as well as to prolong her life. 


QUESTIONS FROM READERS. 


A. B.: “What is a good remedy 
to move the kidneys?” 

Answer: The latest substance to 
be recommended as a diuretic is 
plain brown sugar. In surgical 
clinics at the University of Oregon 
they are even giving it in the vein 
for this purpose. Please note that 
his is not a good remedy for dia- 
betics. 


E. M. H.: “Will you please tell 
me the best way to clean the ears 
of dried wax? Is glycerine good 
for this purpose?” 

Answer: Any oll which can be 
instilled into the ear with a drop- 
per and allowed to remain for 3 
while in order to soften the wax is 
good for this purpose. Glycerine is 
perhaps not as good as olive oil be- 
cause it has a tendency to make the 
wax even harder by drying it out. 
Hot water irrigations with a syringe 
are also recommended. Stubborn 
caseg should be handled by a doc- 
tor or somebody who knows the 
anatomy of the external ear.

Baked Beef Brains With Tomato Sauc

POTATO SOUP

POTATO SOUP. 


To six cups of milk add three 
medium sized peeled potatoes, one 
large sliced onion, three pieces of 
celery, one bay leaf, one sliced car- 
rot. Let cook until vegetables 
are tender, then rub through a col- 
ander. Take two slices of salt pork 
cut into small cubes and fry until 
crisp. Pour off the drippings and 
to the browned cubes add one table 
spoon of butter and one scant 
tablespoon of flour. Stir over fire 
until the flour is dissolved. Add 
to the hot soup and let boil up. 
Season with salt and pepper. Just 
before serving add one tablespoon 
of chopped parsley. 


BAKED BEEF BRAINS. 


Soak brains in salted water for 
an hour. Remove all blood and 
membranes. Parboil in acidulated 
water for 10 minutes then plunge 
immediately into cold water to 
chill. Dry well. Beat egg or eggs 
according to the number of brains 
used with a little water and dip 
in brains, then roll in fine bread 
crumbs. Place in a baking pan, dot 
generously with butter and bake to 
a nice brown basting with butter 
in pan. Place on a heated platter 
and surround with a tomato sauce. 
Garnish with hominy puffs and 
parsley. 


TOMATO SAUCE. 


Stew one large can of tomatoes 
with one tablespoon of celery salt, 
one teaspoon of onion salt, a pinch 
of sugar, salt and pepper. Let sim- 
mer from 10 to 15 minutes. Melt 
two tablespoons of butter and one 
rounded tablespoon of flour and 
cook until boiling. Rub tomatoes 
through a sieve and stir into the 
butter and flour. Add one tea- 


spoon of worcestershire sauce and 
let cook until slightly thickened. 


HOMINY PUFFS. 

Cook one-half cup of hominy in 
three cups of boiling salted water 
for an hour. Cool. If left-over 
hominy is used take two cups of 
the cooked hominy, one cup of 
milk, two eggs, separated, two tea- 
spoons of baking powder and three 
tablespoons of melted butter. Stir 
the milk into the hominy, add the 
two slightly beaten egg yolks and 
the baking powder. Beat well. 
Fold in the stiffly beaten egg 
whites and pour into well greased 
muffin cups. Bake one-half hour 
in a hot oven. 

HOT MILK SPONGE CAKE. 

One-half cup of hot milk; one 
and one-fourth cups of sugar; one 
rounded cup of cake flour; one 
rounded teaspoon of cream of tar- 
tar; six eggs; one-half teaspoon of 
lemon extract; one teaspoon va- 
nilla and pinch of salt. 

Beat the egg yolks and sugar 
until very light then add the hot 
milk and the flour, sifted with the 
cream of tartar, then the flavoring. 
Lastly fold in the egg whites beaten 
stiff but not dry, with a pinch of 
salt. Bake in an ungreased tube 
pan for about 35 minutes or until 
the cake begins to shrink from 
sides of pan, in an oven of 300 to 
825. Invert until cool. Place on 
cake platter and with a fork cut 
through center forming two layers. 
Cover layer, top and sides with 
marshmallow and cocoanut filling,

NUT FILLING. 

Two cups sugar; one cup water; 
one rounded cup of cut up marsh- 
mallows; two egg whites; pinch of 
salt and two cups of fresh grated 
cocoanut.

war. One wonders what his 
thoughts were--or the thoughts of 
the first German airman as he 
let loose his cargo of death and 
mutilation over the homes of inno- 
cent non-combatants. Was he able 
to calm his conscience by saying to 
himself: “This is not murder: this 
is war. This is not me; this is a 
soldier doing his duty, obeying the 
orders of those in command.”

Our British airman is a brave 
fellow, and there is none finer.

Yet, this same man, if—Heaven

and children in “enemy” towns and

Well, that is modern war. And 80 
long as we go in for modern war 
men will be ordered to commit 
such deeds of killing. The military 
theorists demand it of them. Cir- 
cumstances will demand it of them 
—just as circumstances demanded 
that 1 shoot down my own men, 
my own comrades, ... Which brings 
me to an amazing incident. 

The behavior of a veteran 
Colonel of the old regime who dis- 
liked the fight more than he dis- 
liked his men beine put into the 
fight, compelled me to ask for his 
removal. But the higher command, 
choosing to ignore, as usual, that 
inefficiency was leading us into 
fresh disasters and needlessly los- 
ing thousands of valuable lives re- 
fused to act. It was not until a 
second appalling incident resulted 
from the incompetent Colonel's con- 
duct, that I was able to have him 
shifted. My superiors could not 
ignore the sorry facts. And the 
Colonel went—back to England. 

A few weeks later, when I was 
temporarily commanding a division, 
a long letter came through the 
usual channels and was passed on 
by the War Office to G. H. Q. and 
so on downwards. It was signed by 
the veteran Colonel; in it he ac- 
cused me, as Brigade Commander 
of “butchering the men and of put- 
ting them into action before they 
were trained and when they were 
unfit.” The Divisional Commander 
was called upon to report on the 
behaviour of this brigade butcher. 
But the butcher and the Divisional 
Commander happened by this time 
to be one and the same man! 


Effete Colonel 


In writing his letter of accusa- 
tion the effete Colonel had admit- 
ted a military offence--that he hao 
conspired with another timidly- 
minded Colonel—also removed to 
defeat the legitimate aims of the 
“butcher” in the defeating of the 
znemy. 1 was able to take advan 
tage of a priceless opportunity, of 
indicting the veter 4 at the ex.

In one case 12 
officers were knocked out by Ger- 
man rear-guard snipers simply be 
cause they would walk in the open. 
instead of taking care and cover 
I suppose that the veteran knew 
that some of his men had been 
fired on by Australians because 
they endeavored to retire from 4 
post in open country. But I won- 
der if he knew that the Australian 
brigade-commander had said that 
he would turn a machine-gun on 
him the next time he saw him in 
the firing-line! 

You must have those “butchers” 
if a wur is to be won or con- 
ducted with less disaster than 
might be otherwise. Delicacy and 
timidfty are not virtues for the 
field of battle. But when a man 
is successful in stopping panics 
by shooting, or securing objectives 
by sternly inculcating the desire 
to succeed—often with a loaded 
revolver in his hand—he is a rash 
fellow, a harsh fellow, a brute. 
This faulty assessment percolates

Butchers!—my Brigade-Major and 
i, each taking one battalion, he a 
fox-hunter and I a deer-stalker, 
scouting in open country, locating 
the German , machine-guns and 
snipers, knocKing them out or out- 
flanking them, compelling their re- 
tirement night and day, while the 
army in the rear fumbled on, their 
minds blank and their rifles rusty 
owing to the inferiority of the new 
troops. 

Butchers!--they were sent into 
the line out of their turn at the 
very end of the war, forcing the 
passage of the canalized River 
Scheldt in the dark; unknown to 
the senior formation in the rear 
because they would have tried to 
prevent it, the brigade swep' on 
until stopped by sheer necessity 
far ahead of the whole army. 


Oh, yes, someone has to do the 
killing in war. 


The Firal Order 


But at last there came an end to 
it. The final order issued by me 
was on the day before the armistice 
lt was un order not to attack in 
any circumstances. Not another 
life was to be lost. The war war 
cver. Our mission was fulfilled. 


With ihe Armi.tice and the ces- 
sz.tion of hostilities came the re- 
action. Four and a quarter years 
of intensive training and warlike 
thinking, of straining and striving 
to the dictates of an all-embracing 
military system, had so imbued us 
with the habit of combat that many 
of us volunteered for service in 
North Russia. The world of so- 
called peace was muddled, bewilder- 
ing. We were like lost sheep. So 
I, with my whole staff, offered en 
bloc to go to this new sphere of 
operations. 

But to volunteer was by no means 
sufficient. Our North Russian am- 
bitions were not realized because 
of the fact that, having been in 
France for so long and lacking the 
very necessary pull“ in influ- 
ential circles, we were unable to

HE trouble with the mili- 
T people is that they 

are moved by a false sen- 
timent surrounding the infal- 
libility, the permanency, of 
their professions on land, sea, 
and in the air. They are not 
as a rule greatly exercised 
over the causes of their be- 
ing required to exist at all; 
and it is impossible for them, 
owing to their necessarily 
limited outlook, to realize 
that the sands have run out 
and that the things they 
could do prior to 1914 in the 
name of defe'.se can no long- 
er be done »y them. They 
attach to their own technique 
of destruction the latest sci- 
entific discoveries and inven-

tions of horror, and claim to 
be ready to defend us against 
the same instruments of war 
and frightfulness. 

How utterly false. How ter- 
ribly blind. What is re 
quired in the world today is 
a scheme of defense by con- 
struction, not by destruction. 
The only way that can be 
achieved is for the ordinary 
people to take the defense 
out of the hands of the pro- 
fessional militarists and to 
associate themselves with a 
universal plan of peace con- 
struction by the elimination 
of such causes of internation- 
al strife as trade barriers, re- 
stricted natural wealth, ex- 
change, manipulation, prof- 


iteering, and colonial claims. 

Few soldiers can be expect- 
ed to understand these things 
or to appreciate the wisdom 
of a universal plan for 
peace. Only three of them 
have so far attempted to give 
utterance to such thoughts— 
and even they have failed to 
point to a successful way of 
abolishing their calling, préb- 
ably because they do not un- 
derstand how to do so. Those 
three soldiers who have been 
honest enough, brave enough, 
to speak their minds, to their 
own disadvantage, are Field 
Marshals Sir William Rob- 
ertson and Lord Allenby, and 
Gen. Sir Ian Hamilton. All 
honor to them. 


oust the family favorites at the 
War Office. 

I returned to England. For six 
monotonous months - during the 
glorious spring and summer — 1 
helped to quell mutinies which 
broke out one after the other all 
over the South of England for vari- 
ous reasons, the chief of which was 
boredom in the ranks of the erst- 
while fighiers. While British sol- 
diers could be induced to fight and 
to fight well for an ideal they be- 
lieved they understood, they would 
not submit to being fooled about 
for no cason whatsoever while 
their officers were so often gadding 
about and neglecting their welfare. 
There was little use now in shout- 
ing “Hang the Kaiser!” The fight 
was over, for better or worse; and 
all the carefully inculcated hatred 
and blood-lust of those four years 
of killing was now senseless and 
unsatisfying. The enemy, at least 
those who had survived the bullets 
and bayonets, the bombs and the 
shell-bursts, were back in Germany, 
and our own fed-up troops were 
shouting: “To hell with the Ger- 
mans and Lloyd George. We want 
to go home!” 

At last the ex-warriora returned 


to their homes and the impatience 
and the strife died like an echo of 
war, In their turn, those who had 
successfully shirked or escaped the 
war hastened to the south of 
France and the sunshine for the 
first time for five irksome years, 
forgetful of the debt they owed to 
each individual ex-serviceman who 
had fought and done his best and 
pulled his weight- and often more 
than his weight—towards victory. 
There had been, of course, thou- 
sands of officers and men in khaki 
who had never intended to pull 
their weight at all and who had 
done their utmost to escape being 
shot at overseas. 


War's Aftermath 


During the confusion, during the 
disillusioning days of demobiliza- 
tion, when the aftermath of the 
war was spreading its terror 
through other European coun- 
tries with revolt, civil war and 
annexation, many of the best sol- 
diers sought service on the new 
fronts. Palestine, Transjordania, 
Mesopotamia, Turkey, the Balkans 
and the Baltic, Central and East- 
ern Europe, and Northern Africa, 


swarmed with British soldiers of 
fortune seeking adventure and pay 
and loot and whatever else they 
might pick up. The habit of war 
remained like a grim legacy. New 
republics and new states struggled 
for a foothold in the surrounding 
morass and hate and contempt 
and opportunism and self-aggran- 
disement flourished in those un- 
happy hunting grounds. No, the 
war was not over. 

I accepted service as Inspector- 
General of the newly-formed army 
of the Lithuanian Republic, and as 
I looked at the map and compared 
the news from the various fronts 
with the secret information at my 
disposal, I rubbed my, hands with 
glee. Here was the Devil’s Para- 
dise indeed! 

Here were Kovno, the capital, 
with its ancient forts and Czarist 
barracks, Napoleon’s Niemen of 
1812—and Vilna, center of dispute, 
inhabited mostly by Jews but 
claimed by Pole and Lithuanian 
alike. Here were the Curzon line, 
the Foch line, a neutral line, out- 
posts, snipers, and all the rest; and 
a perfectly good railway which it 
was impossible to use between the

wars. It is not so much a question of 


two towns, which formerly had 
been friendly and united by a com- 
mon bond—Cza ist domination and 
Russian ill-treatment. Poles and 
Lithuanians scowled at each other, 
sniped at each other, raided each 
other near Vilna; and farther north 
at Dvinsk they co-operated with 
each other and with the Letts—at 
least, on the surfa the 
Red Bolos, for mutual benefit. To 
the west two German armies to- 
talling about 30,000 men, under Von 
der Goltz and the Russian Ber- 
mont, were calmly settling down in 
illegal occupation of a neighbor- 
ing country. 

Yes—truly the Devil's Paradise! 

Despite the friction at Vilna the 
Poles were willing to help to eject 
the Germans. And no wonder! A 
Polish army astride the railway 
running northwards to Riga, on 
Lithuanian soi, meant a Poltah 
army of occupation in Lithuania. 
And the Lithuanians knew it! 

When I arrived at Kovno the po- 
sition was chaotic. A great deal of 
killing and being killed formed part 
of the daily round. No one knew 
exactly who his friend or foe was. 
We waged three wars and quelled a 
revolt at the same time. On one 
of the fronts we were actually 
fighting the Poles who were still 
supposed to be allied with us 
against the Russians in the north! 
Just how mad conditions were is 
illustrated by the fact that the 
Poles and Letts strafed us in the 
back without telling us! 


Vexing Problem 


The honest person who wishes 
to avoid war is bound to come up 
Inst the vexed problem of de- 
fence.” And inevi bl, he will be 
asked: “What will you do if En 
gland is invaded?” It 4 a ten- to- 
one chance that he ll emerge 
from his ethical dilemma to reply: 
“I will defend England to the last 
—with my life if necessary.” 

The technique of “defence, lik. 
the technique of most other things 
has necessarily undergone great 
changes during the last 20 years or 
more. In an evolving world few 
things remain static, and defence 
is one of them. We are fond 


of the word “defence” in our mod- 
ern system of living. We talk of 
the “defence of the £,” “the defence 
of the franc,” “the defence of the 
markets,” “the defence of trade,” 
“the defence of the standard of live 
ing,” “defence of liberty,” “the de- 
fence of democracy,” and so on and 
on. Our whole mode of living, so 
far departed from Christian ideals, 
is one of aggression and defence, 
of a constant warring of forces 
against forces and a perpetual dis- 
peace of the world, the state and 
the individual. Defence is the 
mainstay in a universe dedicated 
to war,.whether it be military, com- 
mercial or social. “Defence” is the 
despairing cry of the doomed. 


We talk of the defence of de 
mocracy—until the first shot is 
fired. Then it is realized, too late, 
that democracy cannot be defend- 
ed, for the very force necessary for 
its defence is the same force that 
destroys it. The Great War war a 
war in defence of democracy—so 
they said!—but it tt us controlled 
and dominated all thé world over 
by dictators. 


Old Ideas Finished 


In the past the defence of land 
has centred round frontiers, on the 
sea, and at strategic points on the 
coastal lines. But the aeroplane has 
changed all that. All over the world 
the hitherto impregnable frontiers 
can now be trespassed with im- 
punity by way of the air. And En- 
gland is open to invasion whenever 
zero-hour falls and the aerial in- 
vaders begin their devilish work. 
All the old ideas of defence are 
finished with forever. 

During the 1881 Boer War the 
town of Potchestroom was defend, 
ed by my father’s regiment for a 
time, but eventually, owing to 
lack of food and information, 
the Colonel surrendered to 
Cronje, the Boer commander, whom 
we defeated 19 years later at 
Paardeburg, during the second 
Boer War. In 1899 and 1900 the 
Boers besieged Ladysmith, Kim- 
berley, and Mafeking; these places 
were successfully defended, relief 
arriving in time to prevent starva- 
tion. But during the Great War 
Kut was besieged by the Turks, in 
Mesopotamia, and although food 
was dropped from aeroplanes into 
the beleaguered town, the tech- 
nique of modern warfare had so 
changed that it was gmpossible for 
the garrison to hold out, and they 
were compelled to surrender. 


At about the same time there 
was going on around the coast of 
England, ‘undeneath the water a 
veritable siege, which nearly starved 
this country into surrender. The 
emergency was met, and England 
saved by the skin of her teeth, only 
by the enlightenment of the offi- 
cers of the Royal Navy, who suc- 
cessfully combated the submarine 
menace by counter-action. The un- 
initiated may say that if this was 
done in regard to hostile subma- 
rines, it could surely be done 
against the attack of hostile air- 
craft when they invade England 
and drop destruction on its towns 
and cities by fire, gas, and high- 
explosive. 


The Air Menace 


It will be found, however, on 
examination, that the answer is not 
the same. There is no counter 
measure that can be taken from 
the land to repulse the air menace, 
During the Great War enemy sub- 
marines could be located, hemmed 
in, and destroyed, owing to the 
technical nature of attack and the 
limitations of the activities of 
hostile submarines in narrow seas. 
But the air is free and boundless. 
Circumstances have altered com- 
pletely; and the technique of de- 
fence is now totally different. 

So far as England is concerned 
the new technique of defence is to 
avoid combat at all costs; it will 
be of no avail to levy equal de- 
struction on the invader of this 
country. That will only hasten the 
end of democracy—never defend it. 
The firing of the first shot must 
at all costs be avoided. This can 
be done only in peace time, by 
pressing on honestly, unremittingly, 
to a solution of those problems 
which lead to the causes of war 
and invasion. The real defence is 
not to fight; it is for England, as 
the greatest nation in the world, 
to set the lead, to examine those 
causes and eliminate them. That 
is what now constitutes the defence 
of England in the new technique.
